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A FRANCO-GERMAN TREATY. 
DIVIDING THEIR POSSESSIONS IN AFRICA 
AND THE SOUTH SEA. 

BERLIN, Feb. 3.—The agreement between 
France and Germany regarding their respective 
possessions on the west coast of Africa and in 
the South Sea has been submitted to the Reichs- 
tag. The agreement contains an amicable un- 
derstanding with respect to the rival claims of 
the two powers to the territory lying on Biafra 
Bay, Germany surrendering her assumed sover- 
eignty and protectorate over all that part of the 


couctry lying south of the River Campo, north 
Jatitude 3°, and France abandoning all claim to 
any territory north of tbat river. France 
recognizes a German protectorate over the 
Toro territory, Porto Seguro, and Little 
Popo, on the Guinea coast, the frontiers 
of which are to be fixed’ by a mixed 
commission, the; starting place to pe at a 
point on the coast between Littie Popo and 
ma. Germany renounces all claim to the 
tory on the coast of Senegambia and be- 
ween Rio Nunez and Mellacerew, especially 
oba and Kabitai, and agrees to refrain from 
interposing any obstacles in the way of a French 
occupation of the New-Hebrides, France agree- 
ing to put the Hamburg firm of Colin upon the 
Bame footing as French firms in Koba and 
Kabitai concerning treedom of trade, the ac- 
guisition of land, and the payment of taxes and 
ustoms.

INDIAN LANDS IN DISPUTE. 


DISCOVERY WHICH COMMISSIONER 
SPARKS HAS MADE. 

Huron, Dak ota, Feb. 3.—The Commis- 
sioner of the General Land Office has made the 
startling discovery that the Indian title to about 
10,000,000 acres of land in ‘North Dakota 
has not been extinguished, despite Secre- 
tary Teller’s order in October, 1884, open- 
ing these lands and their subseguent 
settlement by inhabitants of what may com- 
prise 14 or 15 counties, most of which are organ- 
ized, and which contain 20,000 people, and which 
include the Devil's Lake section, the Turtle 


Mountain district, and the Mouse River section. 
Under date of Jan. 28 Commissioner Sparks 
writes to the Surveyor-General of Dakota 
suspending all contracts made for surveys in 
the above described sections which Gen. Sparks 
regards as a reservation of the Turtle Mountain 
band of Chippewa Indians. Commissioner Sparks 
/recites at some Jength facts regarding this res- 
ervation, which may be summed up as follows: 
In 1863 the Pembina Chippewas made a treaty 
with the United States ceding Red River Valley 
counties, in Minnesota, and a considerable 
amount of land in Dakote, but a large section 
of countr lying west and north of Devil’s 
Leake - still belonged to the Indians. 
Most of the Pembina Chippewas went on the 
new reservation, but the Minnesota Turtle 
Mountain band of only 250 Indians took up 
homes in the disputed district and claimed to 
be owners of this farm of 10,090,000 acres. In 
1880 Surveyor-General Tayior and local land 
officers in Dakota were notified that no sur- 
veys as settlements would be sanctioned in 
the said district. Two years afterward the 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs gave the 
opinion that the Indian title had not been ex- 
tinguished, but upon a review of the case by the 
Secretary of the Interior, it was decided that 
the Indians’ claim to this country was not well 
grounded, and under date of Oct. 10, 1882, this 
valuable tract was thrown open to settlement. 
The Turtle Mountain Indians were viven a small 
reservation of 20 townships, afterward reduced 
to two townships, which they are now occupy-

ee Sparks states that in view of 
these facts, and the presumption that the ques- 
tion will be submitted to Congress, he has de- 
cided to suspend all surveying contracts in the 
district in question indefinitely.

ADVENTURER’S ESCAPADES 

WESTERN CITIES. 

St. Louis, Mo., Feb. 3—A cablegra 
from London states thuta stalwart negro preach- 
er from Kansas, who gave the name of David 
Nero, was arraigned ata Glasgow police court 
on charges of swindling different church con- 
gregationgs and individuals out of $2,000. 
It is mentioned in the dispatch that 
on the arrest of the negro it was 
Giscovered that be was in correspondence 
with a score of Games and damsels 
in Scotland and Lancashire. This arrest is only 
an incident in the career of a black adventurer. 


Nero was known in St. Louis, where he had a 
brief career as a Principal in the public schools. 
He isa nuxtive of Demerara, British Guiana, 
He was driven out of the public school 
service for: bad conduct. During his stay bere 
Nero married a Chicago woman. He then 
went to Kansas City and obtained a position as 
Principal of a public school there. His record 
was investigated and it was found that betore 
coming to St. Louis he had married a girl in 
Cleveland, but lived with ber only 24 hours, dis- 
appearing the day after the wedding with a 
gold watch and all the valuables he could lay 
his bands upon. The girl was traced to Nebraska 
by the Kansas City parties, and was found to be 
married to another man. 

Nero, who had been suspended during this dif- 
ficulty, obtained a divorce from his first. wife 
and remarried the second one. He wus given 
another school. Last Summer he went to Eng- 
land on a lecturing tour, and delivered lectures 
on “The American Negro” to large audiences 
in England and Scotlane. He was Jionized, and 
staid several days at the house of the Kev. 
Charles H. Spurgeon, the distinguished divine, 
as his guest. He was introduced to the nobility 
and gentry, and passed as an example of what 
education will do for his race. When he re- 
turned to this country he brought back an Eng- 
lishwoman with him and put herin a boarding 
house in Kansas City. A scandal finally arose 
over this escapade, and the woman, finding him 
in correspondence with other women in England 
whom he bad promised to marry, informed on 
him to the Schooi Board, and he was finally dis- 
charged. This was the last heard of him until 
he turned up under arrest in Glasgow.

WRECKED OFF CEDAR KEYS. 

NEw-ORLEANS, Feb. 3.—Mr. A. O. Wil- 
son, a well known civil engineer, recently ar- 
rived here from Florida, where he had been en- 
gaged in land surveying. He states that duriog 
the recent cold snap, while he was making a 
voyage from Tampa to Cedar Keys, the schooner 
in which he bad embarked was wrecked off 
, Cedar Keyson Jan. 8 All hands escaped with 
their lives, but sutfered greatiy from the cold. 
The salt water froze on the reeis in the Guif of 
Mexico upon which the vessei struck, and great 
numbers of fish. chiefly trout, sheepshead, and 
redfish, were killed by the coid and floated on 
the water, covering its surface for miles. In- 
quiries among fishermen and others elicited the 
fact that during the same cold spell fish were 
killed on the Louisiana coast and were seen 
floating by thousands from the Rigolets to 
points far to the eastward. The fact that fish 
can be killed by the degree of cold that can be 
experienced in the Gulf of Mexico has been 
doubted, but authentic instances of that fact 
have been reported as far back as the Seminole 
war by army Officers.

A RARE CASE OF CONSPIRACY. 

CuicaGco, Feb. 3.—Henry C. Kuch and 
Paul Stupp were neighboring farmers in Blue 
Isiand in 1882 and had some words which led to 
blows. After the encounter Stupp was taken 
illand died. He was cared for before his death 
by John Bolét and George Westphal. also farm- 
ers and each over 40 years old. It was charged 
that Stupp’s death was caused by the injuries he 
received in_ his fight with Kuch, and the latter 
was arrested for murder. ‘he Grand Jury failed 
to indict him, however. Boldtand Westphal, who 
had inherited from Stupp any rights he might 
have for damages from Kuch for the injuries 
received, brought civil suits against Kuch and 
finally recovered a judgement for $500, which 
Kuch paid. Kuch claims that the two mey 
soughtin every way to have nim indicted for 
the murder of Stupp, and conspired with vari- 
ous persons to that end, and had them indicted 
instead. They were therefore placed on trial be- 
tore Judge Tuley and a jury to-day charged 
with conspiracy to secure the indictment de- 
scribed. Thecrime is said to be one rarely met 
with in the courts.

THE EVILS OF STRIKES. 

SPRINGFIELD, Il., Feb. 3.—One of the 
saddest results of the Wabash shop strikes of 
last Summer came to light to-day in the 
finding of the little 10-year-old daughter 
of Presley Saunders insane by the County 
Court. It appeared in the evidence that Saun- 
ders refused to join the strikers at the time 
ot the trouble between them and the Wabash 
Company, and thata number of the men who 
had quit work assaulted Saunders in the pres- 
ence of bis tamily. This act of violence so ex- 
cited his little daughter that it threw her into 
convulsions, from the effects of which she never 
recovered, She was adjudged insane to-day and 
will be sent to the asylum at Jacksonville. This 
is the second case of insartity resulting from the 
Wabash strikes in this city.

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RUN DOWN IN THE STORM 


FIVE AUSTRIAN SAILORS LOST 
IN THE NORTH RIVER. 

A BOAT FROM THE DONAU IN COLLISION 
WITH A FLOAT—SEVEN MEN RESCUED 
—THE TUG’S CAPTAIN ARRESTED. 

In the midst of the driving snow last 
evening a rowboat, with a crew of the Austrian 
ship of war Donau, which is )ying in the North 
River off Twenty-seventh-street, put off into the 
storm. The men had taken very few dips with 
their oars and had got a very little distance 
from the vessel when a tugboat and tow hove in 
sight beaded up the river. The tide was running 
a strong flood, and the tug and the rail- 
road car float she was towing came 
down rapidly. The men in the small 
boat were startled at the suddenness 
with which the tow came on and bent to their 
oars to get out of the way. They had no time, 
however, and in an instant the tug was upon 
them. The men gave a cry and disappeared 
under the float. 

The tug was immediately stopped, and her 
crew hurried in their work of saving those they 
coule. They succeeded in picking up six men, 
and another tug, which came in response to sig- 
nals, picked upaseventh. ‘These men were put 
on boardthe Donau, and then it was found that 
Midshipman Karsch and four of his men were 
missing. The tug that ran down the small boat 
was the Blanche Pase. She was taking the 
float, which was covered with freight cars, to 
the Hudson River Railroad docks at West 
Thirty-third-street. 

Her Captain, Theophile Hebert, was at the 
wheel, aud, according to the statements of her 
crew, there was a lookout on the bow of the 
tug and one on the float. None of them saw the 
smali rowboat until the tug was just on it. The 
Captain was, indeed, first notified of the presence 
of the little oraft by the cries of the men, who 
gave a sbout as they were run down. That 
there was no light on tbe boat at the time of the 
collision all the men on the tugagreed. During 
the day a steam launch, used to carry the officers 
and men of the Austrian vessel asbore and bring 
supplies on board, was very busy. The Captain 
had been on shore in the afternoon, and bad 
paid a visit to the United States vesse! Min- 
nesota. Toward night he had remarked thet it 
looked black and would be a bad nigbt, and then 
decided to go on board. He embarked in 
the launch about 4 o’clock and was soon 
in his cabin. Then the launch went back 
to the shore for other officers. On her return 
trip to the corvette machinery connected with 
her engine gave out,and it was with difficulty 
that hercrew got her up to the corvette’s side. 
They had come up alongside the bow of the 
Austrian, but ina few moments she got adrift 
and started down toward the stern of the large 
vessel, 

The launch was then whirled around by the 
tide and nad drifted quite a little distance from 
the corvette,when Lieut. Szénde,who had charge 
of the deck, sent out the rowboat and crew of I1 
men under command of Midshipman Karsch to 
bring back the drifting launch, They were rowing 
up to her, when the tug ran them down. Ac- 
cording to the statement of the Lieutenant 
there was alight bothin the launch and in the 
boat that he sent out. The eorvette was lying 
well out in the stream. The rowboat was 
not sunk by the tug, but floated’ out from be- 
neath the railroad float. She was badly dam- 
aged, however. According to the tugboat men 
they were ut least 300 yards from shore when the 
collision occurred. 

When the report of the accident was made to 
Sergt. McDermott, of the police boat Patrol, he 
immediately sent out two rowboats to cruise in 
the vicinity of the place where the men were 
run down. Patrolmen Quigley and Murphy 
went in one and MeGuckin and Grime- 
shaw in the second boat, while a rounds- 
man was’ sent to hunt up Capt. Hebert, 
ot the Blanche Page. About 8:30, however, 
the Captain came in and was then placed under 
arrest. Lieut. Szende, with a couple of men 
from the Donau, requested that men be sent out 
to drag tor the bodies of the men that were 
crowned, but it was not practicable to do tbat. 
The Lieutenant was mucho excited over the loss 
ot his sailors. He did not leave their names 
with the police, however, simply stating that 
they were members of the crew. 

After the accident Capt. Hebert took nis tug 
and tloztinto theirdock at the foot of West 
Thirty-third-street, and then returned to the 
corvette to learn the result of the accident. He 
was unable to gain much information, but un- 
derstood them to state that only four men were 
drowned. He then in company with James 
Green, who has charge of several of the tugs of 
the New-York Centraland Hudson River Rail- 
road Company, and Capt. Charles Miller, of the 
tugboat American Eagle, went down to the sta- 
tion to report the accident to the police. They 
referred him to the harbor police on the 
steamer Patrol. To Seret. McDermott he 
told his story and afterward was placed under 
arrest by the Sergeant, who bad also had a visit 
from Lieut. Szende. Capt. Hebert was locked 
up inthe Church-street station, where be was 
seen last night by a TIMES reporter. He said he 
was under full speed and with the flood tide 
in his favor when the accident occurred. 
On the starboard side he had a railroad car float 
securely fastened with her square end bow near- 
ly on a line with the bow of thetug, The wind 
was driving the snow, which whirled up around 
the wheelhouse. This, with the smoke, was so 
thick that he could not see ahead of him clearly, 

Deckband Brooks was on the lookout on the 
tug and the Captain himself was keeping a sharp 
watch ahead owing tothestorm. It was about 
6:30 o’clock, he should judge, when he heard 
several shouts right under his bow, and in an in- 
stant after saw a rowboxt badly bruken 
in drift out from beneath the = float 
He immediately rang his belis to back the tug, 
fearing that the menino the water might be 
drawn in under the float and tug by suction. 
Two men cume upin the little space between 
the bow of the tug and the fioat,and they 
were immediately taken aboard the Bianche 
Page. His crew a'iso dragged on _ board 
the others. He blew his whistle’ several 
times immediately after the accident, 
and the tugboat Richard S. Garrett came up 
and aided in the work of rescue. He saw a 
small light in the steam launch afterward, but 
none inthe rowboat. Capt. Hebert is 46 years 
old, und lives with his w:fe at No. 20 River- 
street, Hoboken, when he is not at work on his 
tug. He has been a tugboat man since 1862, and 
for 10 years was employed by John H. Starin. 
For the past three years he has been in charge 
of New-York Central and Hudson River Rail- 
road tugs. 

The Austrian trigate Donau arrived in this 
port on Monday, having sailed from Havana. 
She is under the charge ot Lieut.-Commander 
Holezek. She carries 11 guns and has acrew of 
326 men and Officers. 








THE OHIO SENATORIAL SQUABBLFE.

COKE, RAILS, AND RAILROADS. 


A BIG COMBINATION CREDITED TO ANDREW 
@ARNEGIE. 

PirTsBuRG, Penn., Feb. 3.—Coke men are 
very much interested over a new move by the 
H. C. Frick Coke Company which has just been 
made public. They have secured the contract, 
which has been held by McClure & €o. for 10 
years, for furnishing the North Chicago Rolling 
Mill with coke. Both firms are members of the 
syndicate, and the ill feeling arising from this 
deal may lead to the breaking up of that monop- 
oly. The North Chicago mill takes on an average 
80 carloads of coke per day, and its business is 


the most desirable in the country, What influ- 
ences were brought to bear in taking the contract 
away from McClure & Co. are not known, but 
the change is credited generaliy to Andrew Car- 
negie. He is largely interested in the Frick 
Coke Company,and is known asa Vanderbilt 
man. Mr. Potterisin favor of ailthe interests 
advanced by the Vanderbilts. This is supposed 
to be a common ground on which these gentle- 
men could meet, but itis also known that Mr. 
Carnegie and Mr. Potter have been in past 
years rivals in the rail trade. Mr. Potter 
held himself as king of the Western 
rail business. He was more than astonished 
when Mr. Carnegie solid rails right 
under his nose. ‘That temerity was sufficient to 
put the Chicago manufacturer on his mettle, 
and the result was a bitter business rivalry, It 
is said, however, that they have now buried the 
hatchet and joined hands not only in the coke 
business and the ateel rail trade, but in the Van- 
derbilt interests. The capacity of the Carnegie 
millis about 175,000 tons of steel rails per year, 
and of the North Chicago Rolling Mills in the 
neighborhood of 225,000 tons. 

Asthe Frick Coke Company has bought a 
large interest in the Joliet ovens, near Union- 
town, which supply the Joliet mills, and is fur- 
nishing that company with coke, and as the 
Union Mill at Milwaukee is also being drawn 
Into the combination, its strength is evident. 
As one of the results of this deal, the Lake 
Shore and Michigan Southern, a Vanderbilt roa, 
is starting off this year without any trouble 
in securing its percentage of coke freight. 
Another result is that the North Chicago Roll- 
ing Mill Company is not going to erect any mill 
ovens or to go into the coke business on an ex- 
tended plan, as has been stated. The company 
may hold the land and put up a few ovens, but 
it will only be as a menace to the operators from 
whom they will buy their coke. Till the first of 
July, their contract with McClure & Co. holds. 
Theu the new contract will begin.

THE SENATE HESITATING

NOT IN A HURRY TO MAKE AN 
OPEN ATTACK. 

THE RIDDLEBERGER AND PUGH RESOLU- 
TIONS SENT TO A COMMITTEE—MR. 
BLAND RAISES THE SILVER QUESTION. 

WasHiIneton, Feb. 3.—Senator Ingalls 
failed to keep the promise he made yesterday to 
move a reference of Senator Riddleberger’s reso- 

Jution regarding the powers of the Senate and 

the Executive to the Committee on Privileges 

and Elections, but that course was taken when 
the resolution and Mr. Pugh's substitute 
came up for action to-day. Mr. Edmunds 
had concluded that there was no necessity 
for haste in considering the questions raised in 
the two resolutions, and he asked the Senate to 
lay them upon the table. There were, he said, 
only about four months left for the transaction 
of the business of Congress, and the resolutions 
involved no practical question. Wheu the mat- 
ter became a practical question it would be time 
enough to debate it. Mr. Riddleberger started to 
reply to Mr. Edmunds, but the Chair remarked 
that the Vermont Senator’s motion wes not 
debatable. Mr. Riddleberger complained that 

Mr. Edmunds had made a speech and then pro- 

posed to cut off debate. This struck Messrs. 

Hale and Van Wyck as hardly fair, and at their 

suggestion, unanimous consent was given to 

the Virginian to goon. Then Mr. Riddleberger 
repeated his explanation of yesterday, that his 
only desire was to secure a public discussion 
of the matter at issue, and said be had 
no objection to the first three para- 


graphs of Mr. Pugh’s resolution, but 
the rest of the substitute he did not subscribe 
to. Mr. Purh made the fact plain that Mr. Ed- 
munds’s motion was designed to cut off debate, 
and then Mr. Conger objected to further discus- 
slon unless all could have a chance, saying he 
had something to say on the subject him- 
self. Mr. Cockreli cried “ Vote; vote,” 
and the Senate did so, the resolution be- 
ing tabled without opposition. This was 
supposed to end the matter for to-day 
at least, but after the Senate had got well along 
in routine business Mr. Riddleberger took the 
tloor and announced his intention to follow the 
bad precedents or the Senate and talk on any 
subject he chose on any pending motion. Then 
he called Mr, Ingalls’s attention to the fact that 
he had declared his purpose to move a reference 
of the resolutions to the Committee on 
Privileges and Elections. To 
an opportunity to do = 
dleberger moved that they 
trom thetable. He followed this with a funny 
speech, in which he complained of the action of 
Mr. Edmunds, and remarked that he didn't mind 
veing run Over by a railroad train, but he didn’t 
like to be smashed up bya wheelbarrow. The 
Vermont Senator was not in his seat and did not 
hear himself likened to a wheelbarrow. Mr. Rid- 
dieberger’s motion to take up the resolutions was 
carried, but he waited in vain for Mr. Ingalls to 
move to have them referred, Finuwly he an- 
nounced that if the Kansas Senator did not do 
eo he would call for a yea and nay vote on his 
resolution then and there. This had no effect on 
Mr. Ingalls, but it stirred up Mr. Morrill, and 
that Senator moved the reference. The motion 
was agreed to without further debate, and the 
two resolutions are nowin the hands of Mr 
Hoavr’s committee, where they are likely to re- 
main for some time before they are reported to 
the Senate.

Mr. Bland, the sharer with Mr. A. J. Warner 
of the leadership of the silver men of the House, 
wants new information fromthe Secretary of 
the Treasury to enabie him to know what is the 
financia! policy of the Administration. Mr. 
Morrison made a feeble attempt to head him off 
with his report of a resolution calling upon the 
Secretary of the Treasury for information about 
the circulation of silver, but Mr. Bland returned 
to the attack with a long preamble and resolu- 
tion. The preamble quoted a speech made by Mr. 
George 8S. Coe, of New-York, before the Ameri- 
can Bankers’ Association at Chicago, in Septem- 
ber, 1885, in which he approved the efforts of the 
Administration “ to save the Nation trom being 
precipitated into the deep abyss of financiul 
deterioration,’ and the concert of action be- 
tween the Government officers and the Clearing 
House in New-York to preserve the gold stand- 
ard, Mr. Bland asked, in his resolution, whether 
there was au arrangement of the sort alluded to 
between the Treasury Department and the Clear- 
ing House, and by what authority of law it was 
made and carried out: what amount of silver 
dollars was in the Treasury on the 4th day 
of March last unrepresented by outstanding cer- 
tificates, and whut amount of silver certificates 
was in circulation; what amount of such doliars 
are nowin the Treasury unrepreseuted by out- 
standing certificates, and what amount of such 
certificates is now in circulation; also, what 
amount of silver dollars was in the Treasury on 
the 4th duy of March last that could have been 
apphed in the payment of the interest-bearing 
debt and other dues of the Government, anc 
what amount of such dollars is now held in the 
Treasury that could be so applied; also, what 
amount of silver certificates is held in the 
Treasury that could be relssued;_ also, 
whatamount of interest-bearing debt is now 
subject to call, and wili the same policy be pur- 
sued in the payment of silver thereon and other 
public dues in the future as inthe past. The 
question asto the Government policy was dis- 
tasteful to Mr. Morrison, Mr. Randall,and Mr. 
Hewitt, and the latter madea motion to recom- 
mit and strike out. The Republicans voted al- 
most solidly with a part of the Democrats 
against this attempt to modify the resolution, 
defeating the motion by a vote of 88 to 168. By 
a viva voce vote Mr. Bland’s resolution was then 
adopted.

The suit which Secretary Lamar recommended 
the Department of Justice to bring to test the 
validity of the patent held by the Bell Telephone 
Company has been ordered by Solicitor-General 
John Goode, and ipa day or two the place of trial 
will also be announced. The course of the Gov- 
ernment has been carefully considered at the de- 
partment and decided upon as far as it is 
possible to make a plan of prosecution. The 
department wiil probably be assisted in the 
case by Mr. Eppa Hunton and Mr. Jeff Chandler, 
of this city, as special counsel. Some of the 
persons interested in the suit begun in Memphis 
pre anxious to have the suit of the Government 
brought in that city. The Bell Telephone Com- 
pany is understood to prefer that the suit 
should be brougbt in Boston. For’ ccon- 
venience the Government will probably 
decide upon Washington as the _ place 
for trial. To any ono who recalls the 
trials in this city during the last month the 
prospect of the selection of Washington can- 
not ue regarded as @ncouraging. The chances 
of tne failure of the Government in prosecu- 
tions in the District are so great that itis not an 
uncommon remark to hear uttered that the oddg 
are always against the Government in such 
contests. he importance of the suit is 
so great that a miscarriage of justice 
through neglect, incompetency, or the 
pressure of a rich monopoly with 
plenty of money to spend to insure the defeat of 
the Government, will expose the managers of 
the Government suit tosharp criticism. With 
an honest, earnest presentation of the tacts 
brought out in the hearing before Secretary 
Lamar and his assistants, it is believed 
that the Bell patents must certainiy be 
canceled. While the preparations for the 
trial are being made the Bell people 
will undoubtedly keep alive the talk about the 
participation of prominent Democrats inthe Pan 
Electric scheme. Should the talk about the men 
assailed resuitin the resignation of Attorney- 
General Garland it would make no difference 
about the suit that has been ordered. That will 
be tried, and the President hopes to see the issues 
involved thoroughly considered and fairly ad- 
judicated.:

PROF. HADLEY EXPRESSED TO 

YALE STUDENTS. 

NEW-HAVEN, Conn., Feb. 3.—Mr. Arthur 
T. Hadley, Chief of tne Connecticut Labor Bu- 
reau, Jectured to the Yalestudents to-nignt “On 
the Labor Question.” He sald that 16,000.000 
handworkers in the United Statesearned $400 a 
year apiece on theaverage. Possibly this was 
enough to live on, but men wanted 
more and became dissatisiied. To oppose the 
centralization of capital there came the 
organization of labor. At the present rate cap- 
ital invested in corporations increased from 50 
to 75 per cent. in a decade, while the wealth of 
the country increased only 10 per cent. Boycot- 
ting, the recent device of organized labor against 
capital, differs from strikes inthis. It is a com- 
bination of laborers, not as producers, but as 
consumers, It is so sharp a weapon that 
it cuts business all to pieces. This the 
beads of the Knights of Labor iknow, 
but they find it difticult to keep the smaller or- 
ganizations under their charge from resorting 
to boycotting where it is unwise. The Knights 
kay that they never authorize extremes except 
when arbitration is refused. Though they 
don’t always live up to this, they probably mean 
todoso. When the most powerful! combinations 
fail State action is sought. The laborers have 
more power politically than industrially, if they 
only knew it. Labor wants to iegislate against 
monthly payments, store payments, and factoriz- 
ing as abuses. Labor of children, convict labor, 
and unsafe employment may all be legislated 
against. Workmen will probably get much

A TALK WITH DAKOTA'S GOVERNOR. 

Curcaq@o, Feb. 3.—Gov. Gil Pierce, of 
Dakota, passed through the city to-day on his 
way homefrom Washington.

TREMENDOUS EXPLOSION 
FORDHAM HEIGHTS. 
STOREHOUSE FOR EXPLOSIVES I” 
SPLINTERS—MANY HOUSES WRECKED-— 
THE ‘‘ POWDER MAN” MISSING, 


A tremendous explosion, accompanied 
by a brilliant shaft of flame, which went up 
straight in the air toa height of nearly 400 feet, 
occurred at 2:20 o’clock yesterday morning 
about 200 yards directly east of the Fordham 
Heights station of the New-York City and 
Northern Railroad. It came from a thawing 
house of shaft No. 22 of the new aqueduct, the 
mouth of which is about 150 yards from the 
house. This was under the control of Rodgers, 
Shanley & Farrell, the contractors, and the 
United States Dynamite Company, the local 
agent of which is T. 8. Beach. Michael McGin- 
nis was the “powder man” in charge of tha 
thawing house, which contained about 175 
nitro-glycerine cartridges, which were partly in 
five boxes and partiy placed to thaw out on 
shelves in the 20-foct square frame structure. 

Within a. minute of the explosion mourted 
policemen were spurring their horses from every 
point of the Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth 
Wards and the Thirty-second Precinct toward 
Fordham Heights. The nearer they came to 
their destination the darker the roads became. 
The force of the explosion was so great asta 
wreck the mechanism of electric lights and 
put them out, as wellasthe gas lamps. But in 
every house the inmates were astir and lighting 
gas and lamps, and in 10 minutes the houses of 
Fordham, Woodlawn, Mosholu, Spuyten Duyvil, 
Inwood, Hin Bridge, West Morrisama, Mount 
Eden, Tremont, Mount Hope, and Morris Dock 
were as alive with lights as at 9 o’clock at night, 
and later on the inmates of nearly every house 
in New-York north of LHighty-fourth-street 
were astir and wondering what had shaken 
them out of their sieep. Many persons ia 
houses on the heights beyond the Hudson River 
were shaken ip their beus, : 

One of the first persons to arrive at shaft No, 
% was Sergt. Lucas, who had come on a gal- 
lop from tne High Lridge station, with sev- 
eral officers on panting horses after him. Learn- 
ing that MecGinuis boxwrded at the Chrystie 
House, kept by David Norval. near by, the Ser- 
geant went there as quickly as possible and, 
seated on his horse, called for him. Some one 
inside shouted: * He'll be out in a minute, Ser- 
geant.” McGinnis did not come, and Lucas 
dismouting, went to the hotel and at the door 
met the proprietor, who aGeclared that McGin- 
nis was notinthe house and had not been seen 
since the expiosiorn. He bad ieft the houss 
about an hour velore it ovcurred. Then the 
rumor was started that McGitinis had been 
killed inthe explosion. Later the police came 
to the conclusion that he had not been Killed, 
but was keepiug oul of the way for fear of ar- 
rest. At a inte hour iast night, however, no 
trace of the missing man had heen found, and 
the belief became genera! in the neighborhood 
that be bad 
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been hilled in the explosion and bis 
body blown to atoms. 

- Yhe shaft, which was supplied with high ex- 
plosives from the thawing house, is northeast of 
the junction of Sedewick-aver aud what is 
known as the Fordham landing road, which 
rups to Macormb’s Dam road and Jerome-avenue. 
Atthe point of juncture of these roads, under 
the old Camman manse gorden, isa lonely and 
neglected cemetery, variously Known as the Ber- 
rian, Valevtine, aud Da Voe burying ground, 
which is nearly at the fork of the old and new 
dunips ef the shaft. ‘Khe old Gump isa pile cf 
broken rock 150 teet high, which forms an arti- 
ficial bluif¥. To the east of this and west of 
the Fordham Landing road nestled four 
boarding suauties of Rodgers, Shanley 

& Farrell. They were hastiiy built two-story 
board structures. The largest and most pre- 
tentious was the one nearest the topot the bluif, 
which was munuged by Patrick Sexton. At the 
time of the explosion 40 boarders, white men, 
slept init. In George Brown's piace, the next 

\ below, slept about 8 newvro workmen and 
‘miners. In William Guslan’s were 14 negroes, 

sandin “Italian George's,” the lowest on the 
biuff, 5 itaiilans and negroes. 

The thawing house was between the old and 
new dumps, ona kuoil about 20 feet below the 

oint where the hill begins to dip toward tbe 
Harlem Kiver, und on the baak of a smiail nat- 
ural stream, wLich comes from the shaft through 
aculvyert. ‘The knoll and the bank near it were 
covered with clumps of tall trees. Between the 
thawing house and the shaft was the singie- 
track dummy railroad, whica took the cars for 

‘removing tie broken rock to the new dump. 
Just before the expiosion James Sexton, son 

of the boarding house keeper, started a car 

loaded with rock for the new dump. Hesays 
that a couple of minutes before he saw McGin- 
nis going to the thawiig house. When the ex- 

plosion occurred young Sexton was thrown 20 

feet trom the Gummy track and partly stunpved. 

He was dazed nearly all day, but adhered to his 

story about seeing McGinnis from three to five 

minutes before the cartridges went off. The po- 
lice found the occupants of the boarding shan- 
ties more or less undressed and shivering in 
the road or in the gardens surrounding the 
structures. Several of them had been injured. 

. Cornelius U’ Brien, a laborer and one of Sexton’s 
boarders, had his scaip torn from his forehead 
to the back of his beud by a beam falling on 
him while he was in bed. A sick daughter of 
Sexton was nearly crusbed in the wreck of the 
side of the house, und Eila Edwards, a negresg 
employed as servant by Gusian, was slightly 
bruised. Police Surgeon Purroy, who lives near 
by, was sent for, and the women who were not 

+seriously hurt were taken to a neighboring 
house and O’Brien was sent to the Ninety-ninth- 
Street Hospital. 

* Sextorn’s piace was completely wrecked, and 

‘what remained standing was warped aod out of 
plumb. The west side of BKrown’s bouse was 
blown in, Gusian’s house was nearly as badly 
damaged, tnd italian George’s house had the 
root indented and the windows blownin. At 
the station of the New-York City and Northeru 
Railroad, at the foot of the bill, matters were al- 
most as vad. The north and west sides were 
crushed in with the windows, and the stove was 
upset. But fora man who happened to be there 
and rightea the stove and swept the live coals 
out onto the track, it would have been de.- 
stroyed. The buildings surrounding the shaft 
were found to have received little if any dam- 
a 


' 
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eeports of damage to houses in the neighbor- 
hood were made to the police, and they rode 
round to see if any aid was wanted, but nothing 
could be definitely ascertaineu until day came, 
At dawn not a vestige of the thawing huuse bLe- 
yond a few splinters of wood could be found, 
and there was no trace of McGinnis. The force 
of the explosion was Iateral because of the fro- 
zen condition of the ground and the rocks on 
which it stood. It was, however, of such vio- 
lence as to scoop out a holiow 4 feet deep and 23 
teet wide, uproot trees in the neighborhood, 
crack the bluit for rods around, and throw dirt 
and stunes to the trunks and limbs of trees ov 
teet from the gruund. The stones in nearly ev- 
ery instance had such force as to leave white 
scars on the trees where the bark had been cut 


. off. Small branches were mowed down in stacks, 


and stones were throwu on the ice in the Har- 
lem River. 

The serious nature of the accident was not ap- 
preciated until 10 o’clock, when reports were 
received at the Hign Bridge station bouse of 
damase done to houses as far east as Belmont, 
as far west as Inwood, as far north as Mosholu, 
and as tar south as High Bridge. The damage 
in these remote districts was confined to brokea 
windows. One hundred yards east of the thaw- 
ing house and just east of the Forduam Landing 
road 1s the old manse, barns, and porter’s lodge 
of Charles Camman. The estate is occupied by 
Mr. Joseph J. Marrin, a lawyer, and the lodge is 
let to Henry Hendley. The latter was a wreck. 
The west wall was driven in in two piaces, and 
not a pane of glass remained intact. Furniture, 
crockery, pictures, and window casings were de- 
molished the concussion, and Hendley was 
thrown outof bedand bruised. The south end 
of tbe barn was destroyed, and one of two cuwa 
in thestable, the side of which was wrenched ol, 
was thrown out of the stavle and severely hurt, 

In the mansion the damage was much more 
serious. There slept Mr. Marrin, his wife, their 
nine children, two guests, two servants, and 
half a dozen valuable sporting and watch dogs. 
The house appeared:to be lifted from its founda- 
tions, and ail the windows on the eas!, north, 
and west sides came in with the sashes and a sec- 
ond later nearly ali the heavy plastered ceiliuys 
fell. Cries of alarm came from every bed cham- 
ber. Mr. Marrin was cut in two places near the 
right eye by glass which came from his bed- 
room window. Finding no one injured, Mr. Mar- 
rin rughed to the ground floor and basement to 
see if the heating apparatus was all right, as 
his second fear was dunger from fire. There 
was nothing wrong there, and prepara- 
tions were made to leave the house, ag 
the thermometer marked 6° and the absence of 
windows left it nearly as exposed as the bara 
plateau above. In the afternoon Mr. Marrin 
looked over tbe wreck. Inthe drawing room 
the furniture and ornaments were only fit to 
make a bonfire of. The grand piano bad been 
crushed by the fall of the ceiling, the carpet was 
ruined, and the mirrors were broken. In the 
ball the doors were blown in and the furniture 
was more or less damaged. The dining room 
table was covered with pilaster and a lace vur- 
tain bad been blown iu from the window with 
the glass and casing. The bedrooms in the 
main house and extension were 10a greater or 
lesser degree wrecked and the veranda way 
much damaged. In the lonely and neglected 
little graveyard below the garden two tomb- 
stones marking the last resting spot of membera 
of the Berrien family were broken off short ag 
though struck witn a Titan’s hammer. 

Nearly a quarter of a mile off on hixher ground 
and at the summit of the bluff stands the old 
Loring A. Andrews mansion, a stone castle of

duildings which have been erected lately were 
to have been opened to-day for the New-York 
Skin and Cancer Hospital. When thecartri 
went off there were sleeping in the house Dr. 
Amos GC. Lewis and his wife, John McMahon, an 
old Irish soldier and retainerof the Andrews 
family and his wife, and Rex,a valuable Rus- 
sian boar hound, imported from Russia by Mrs. 
Constant Andrews, who sleptin McMahon's room. 
The force exerted by the exploding nitro-glycer- 
ine played some odd pranks in this house, It burst 
in the iron-shuttered windows, filled with thick 
plate glass, on the west and north front. Dr. 
and Mrs. Lewis were shaken in their beds. Mc- 
Mahon’'s first hint that something was amiss was 
a blow in the face from a small shaving mirror, 
which was flung across the room when a window 
was piown in, glass, casing, and all. Poor Rex 
was buried under a shower of plate glass, wood, 
and plaster, and was stunned for 20 minutes. 
The windows of the cellar under the veranda 
were ail broken, they being of thin glass. The 
windows of the pavilion and some of the casings 
and doors were broken. Part of the barn, which 
is 200 feet from the house, was destroyed. 

Under the bluff on which the Andrews man- 
sion stands and west of Sedgwick-avenue, is the 
residence and deligottul garden and grounds of 
Mr. Henry W.T. Mali. Windows and casings on 
the north front of the house were broken and 
blown in, and the inmates were in terror for 
many minutes. Windows were broken and ceil- 
ings damaged in the residences near by of Dr. 
F. M. Purroy, Benjamin Faircnild, Moses De Voe, 
ex-Mayor Franklin Edson, Gustay Schwab, 
Hugh N. Camp, Henry B. Laidlaw, Mrs. Ww. 
B. Ogéen, Perey Brown, L. G. Morris, Col. 
E. T. Wood, and at Thompson’s Hotel. _W in- 
dows were broken in Kyic’s Hotel at  High- 
bridge, at Inwood, and across the Harlem 
River a mile and a half from Fordbam Heigiits. 
Inguiries about the explosion came to the tele- 
phone offices from Brooklyn, New-Jersey, Yon- 
kers,and New-Rochelle. At Mount Hope Cas- 
par Golderman, chief clerk at Sanitary Head- 
quarters, was awakened by the rocking of his 
house, and a son of Mr. John Gerdin was thrown 
out of bed. At Fairmount a number of houses 
rocked, The Fordham Railroad station shook, 
and near it the show window of Mrs. Thomas’s 
fancy goods store was broken, and several win- 
dows were shattered at a barber’s, next door. 

At Thiebaut-avenue and Berrien’s Landing 
road Enoch Vreeiand, Assistant Secretary of the 
Fire Department, was awakened and several 
windows of his house were broken, as were those 
of a neighbor, Mr. Cotter. The students and in- 
mates of St. John’s College at Fordham were 
woused and alarmed, but no damage was done, 
At tbe Thirty-third Precinct Station House the 
>uilding shook and rocked and the horses of the 
nounted police kicked violently in their stalis, 

In Mr. Partelow’s house, on State-street, Sing 
sing, a lamp which had been Jeft burning on 
she manteipiece was put out and the lamp itself 
urredso that it came near falling to the floor. 
>rockery in closets was rattled, pictures on the 
wall shook, and window sashes jarred so that 
jeveral panes of glass were broken.

McGinnis was con- 
sidered a very Careful man and received a salary 
of $125a month. Howthe cartridges exploded 
no one could tell. {ft might have been in thaw- 
jag.

At 12 o’clock the night shift of 
men at the latter shaft left their work and went 
up to the face to eat their dinner, as they call 
it. The boss of the work had brought into the 
little wooden shanty a case containing 50 pounds 
»f dynamite which he had taken in a frozen 
state from the magazine, some little distance 
away, to thaw out by the stove, preparatory to 
making it up into cartridges to be used in the 
next blast. This case he placed near the stove, 
There were half a cozen men in the shanty at 
the time eating their meal. 

In some unexplained manner a lamp 
overturved into thecase. The menall saw it, 
but pone of them dared risk his life by taking it 
out. They fied precipitately from the building 
and made as fast time as possible outof that 
vicinity, knowing that an explosion wasinevita- 
bie. Four of them threw tlemseives flat on the 
ground, hoping that the flying débris would go 
over them. The explusion was quite a loud 
one, and knocked the building all to pieces, No 
one was hurt, though one man received a 
trifling scratch from a pieceof the building 
which couid scarcely be called an injury.

THE WILKINSONS' BOOKKEEPING. 

Syracuse, N. Y., Feb. 3.—In the trial of 
the cases against Alfred and J. F. Wilkinson, in- 
solvent bankers, to-day, John F. Lang, discount 
clerk of the broken bank, testified that he had 
occasion to go to the safe every day, and that he 
always saw there a book marked * Ledger A, 
estate of J. Wilkinson.” “Now, then, produce 
this book,” said Representative Hiscock to the 
attorneys for the defense. Mr. Hiscock then 
read an affidavit made by Charles G. Balawin, 
Referee in the Wilkinson supplementary pro- 


ceedings, reciting that J. F. Wilkinson had 
sworn before him that the books contuin- 
Ing the accounts of himself and brother 
as Executors were in the banking office at the 
time. Counsel therefore made a motion for an 
attachment against J. F. Wilkinson for con- 
tempt. Mr. Hiscock, in answer to an exclama- 
tion from the attorneys for the defense to the 
effect that he was too dramatic, quickly declared 
thatit might be found to nave in it an element 
of tragedy. The Justice denied Mr. Hiscock’s 
motion for an attachment, but directed an order 
to be entered for the production of the 
books. Thomas W. Cantwell, Teller in 
the Albany City Bank, was examined 
a8 apn expert. He was shown the deed 
fromthe Wilkinsons to Col. Chamberlain, cov- 
ering the Globe Hotel property, and the deed 
from the insolvents to their brother, John Wilk- 
kinson, of Chicago, with the bond which pur- 
ports to be the consideration of the deed. As to 
the latter instrument, Mr. Hiscock said that he 
offered it in evidence for the sole purpose of at- 
tacking its genuineness and of showing that it 
was antedated. Mr. Cantwell testified that in 
his opinion Alfred Wilkinson's signatures on the 
deed and the bond were put upon the instru- 
ments at periods very close to each other. The 
taking of further testimony was postponed un- 
til Friday.

RELIGION IN COLLEGES 


“VIEWS OF TWO DISTINGUISHED: 


EDUCATORS. 
PRESIDENT ELIOT AND DR. M’COSH AT THE 
NINETEENTH CENTURY CLUB—DIFFER- 
ENT TYPES OF COLLEGES. 


A long line of carriages discharged a 
goodly crowd of people at the doors of the 
American Art Gallerieslastevening. They were 
members and guests of the Nineteenth Century 
Club, who were assembling for one of the regu- 
lar meetings of theclub. A great question was 
up for discussion, and two prominent speakers 
were to debate it. The question was * What 
Place Should Religion Have ina College?” The 
speakers were President Charies W. Eliot, of 
Harvard, and President James McCosh, of 
Princeton. The rooms were weil filled when the 
time had arrived for opening the discussion. 
‘he President of the club, Courtlandt Palmer, 
called the meeting to order and briefly explained 
the nature of the theme of the evening. He 
said that Dr. McCosh represented the denomina- 
tional college and President Eliot the neutral 
institution. He then introduced Dr. Eliot, who 
was received with applause as he stepped upon 
the platform. 

President Eliot said that his point of view was 
that of one who believed that the unsectarian cul- 
lege was the most useful, but by no means the 
only useful, kind in a country with noestablished 
church and no dominant sect. He then proceed- 
ed to examine three types of American college, 
distinguished by their different religious policies. 


In describing these three types he said he must 
mention their merits and drawbacus. The first 
kind was the thorough-going denominational 
college. It required all the teachers and stu- 
dents to conform to its rites and observances 
and attend its worship. it required all the stu- 
dents to receive instruction in its peculiar tenets 
and practices. Its governing board and teachers 
were all from one denomination, and its bene- 
ficiary funds solely for members of that church. 
At such a college there was no toleration of oth- 
er faiths or rituals. 

This frank, positive attitude was positively re- 
spectable. Some parents wanted such colleges. 
But there are objections to them. The states- 
man’s objection is thai they perpetuate race dis- 
tinctions. The broad religionist’s is that they 
divide the Christian house against itself on nar- 
row issues. The philosopher’s 1s that the educa- 
tion they glve does not yield openness of mind. 
The man of the world’s objection is that shel- 
tered plants doj not prove hardy. A way of 
using these colleges which would minimize all 
these objections would be to send _ boys 
thither from the age of 15 to 18 or 19 and then 
send them to acollege where ail denominations 
meet. 

Secondly, the speaker said, there was the com- 
monest type of American college, the semi- 
denominational. To strengthen a sect and train 
its ministers constitutes the principal motive for 
the establishment of most American colleges. 
The natural causes which tend to reduce denom- 
inational strictness are such as these: The stu- 
dents are few, money is scarce, new churches 
grow up about the college, and theological con- 
troversies. A few members of other denomina- 
tions are admitted to the Board of Trustees and 
Faculty. The position of such a college in re- 
garda to religion becomes doubtful. Some of 
them pay little attention to compulsory religious 
observarces, while others attack every Freshman 
with religious advice, 

In appointing teachers there are many degrees 
of denominational strictness. In the great ma- 
jority of collegesno Roman Catholic, Anglican, 
Friend, Unitarian, Swedenborgian, Universalist, 
or Jew can geta permanent place except, per- 
haps, in modern languages. Still many of these 
colleges take teachers from denominations al- 
lied to theirs. Ali thisisa process of evolution 
hastened by the establishment of scientific 
schools alongside of colleges. The gradual 
transformation of a denominational college into 
a mere comprehensive institution is an inevitable 
and blameless process. Its main difficulty isthat 
it is hard to make parents understand whether it 
is a place whore the student’s religion is actively 
interfered with or wholly let alone, The ambi- 
guity of such a position is a serious evil. 

Thirdly, there was the unsectarian college, 
suchas Harvard. The officers are appointed 
without reference to denomination, and students 
are free togo anywhere to church or nowhere, 
The students are encouraged to connect them- 
selves with the local church of their parents’ 
faith. The advantages of this kindof college 
are thatits position is unmistakabie and a vol- 
untary activity in religious matters {s stimulat- 
ed, while no attack is made on thestudent’s 
faith. Itsuffers from the disadvantage of not 
having the entire confidence and support of any 
denomination, and hence guffers a loss in power. 
It appears to be indifferent to religion, though it 
is not, 

The speaker pointed out certain genera) prin- 
ciples which might be applied to all colleges. 
Respect should be inculcated for religon in itself 
and all its instituted forms. Every college is 
bound to promote the continued attachment of 
a son to his parents’ faith. Colleges in which 
there is a great variety of teaching and research 
can do much to counteract the error that there 
is an opposition between the fundamentals of 
religion and modern science. In the extraor- 
dinary present flux of religious opinions colleges 
ought to go slowly. President Eliot repeated 
his belief, asserted in a former paper, that no 
one bad yet found out how to teach morality 
without religion. 

At the conclusion of President Eliot’s address, 
which evoked hearty and continued applause, 
the assembly stood up for five minutes’ rest be- 
fore sitting through Dr. McCosh's long speech. 
Dr. McCosh spoke with great earnestness and 
Scotch elocution and was overcome by a wealth 
of ideas which suggested themselves to him as 
he read his manuscript. 

Dr. McCosh said that he wished it specially to 
be understood that hestood up resolutely for 
the rights of conscience. He wanted nostudent 
to be required to attend religious instruction 
against the willof his parents if he was under 
age, or against his owo will if he wasof age. 
He knew that it was possible to maintain a 
lively interest in religion under these conditions, 
for it was done in 800 colleges in this country, 
and could be done in all bya little good sense 
and tolerance. ‘The position of such colleges 
was not mistakable. *“ Every one understands,” 
he said, “the ground taken up by Princeton—a 
truly catholic religiongand no interference with 
the rights of any.” 

Dr. McCosh divided colleges into two classes. 
First, those which professed to give a place of 
importance to religion, and second, those which 
did pot profess to take any serious interest in 
divine things. He argued in favor of the reten- 
tion of religion in colleges on two grounds, first, 
the benefit to the community,and second, to 
the individual. Colleges sent forth annually a 
body of educated and hence infiuential men, It 
was of great moment that they should be 
trainedto the knowledge of God. Every one 
admits they should he trained morally, but * no 
one knows howto teach morality effectively 
without religion.” The President of Harvard 
had described the typical university as unsec- 
tarian. This wasjbut a negative phrase. Over 
the gates of such a university might be written, 
* All knowledge imparted here except religious.” 

If religion is not honored in a college every 
one acquainted with human nature knows what 
will be the prevailing spirit among the students, 
With this spirit in the air the floating sentiments 
would crystallize into the ice of agnosticism, and 
the great monte ot young men would settle down 
into the conviction that nothing can be known 
of God. Under religious and moral training 
kindly administered multitudes of students 
have been saved trom vice and have been led 
under inspiring influence to devote them- 
selves to high ends which tbey have fol- 
jowed through life. “Is hfe worth living?” 
This question, Dr. McCosh said, was being seri- 
ously asked to-day by many thoughtful youths 
looking out on a world which appeared to them 
as an agitated and broken sea. How important 
that those who have the guidance of youth 
sbould have an answer to give them at the criti- 
cal period of their lives. 

At Harvard, Dr. McCosh continued, there are 
prayers, notevery evening, but several times a 
week. There is no regular;preaching on the 
Sabbath, but a few months in the Spring there is 

ublio worship, not compulsory, in the evenings. 

r. McCosh preached there once. There was a 
large attendance, but not half of it was students. 
President Eliot believed in religious training in 
elementary schools. If it was needed then, how 
much more was it needed at the critical period 
of a young man’s life when he was in co!lege | 

Dr. McCosb had no fear that any attempt 
would be made t» drive religion out of a college, 
but it looked as ifsome were preparing to }et it 
die out. It would be a serious day when any 
colleges announced that they must give up try- 
ing to maintain religion. They would lose the 
love, the zeal, the activity, and the high moral 
aims which Christianity is fitted to gender and 
foster. Ifthe work is not done by colleges it 
must be done by the churches. They will feel 
an awful! responsibility resting upon them. Dr. 
McCosh hoped the discussion might aid in bring- 
ing the churches to a realization of their duty in 
the matter, 

When Dr, McCosh had concluded President 
Eliot was allowed 15 minutes in which to re- 
spond, He spoke briefly, asserting that when he 
said morality could not be taught without relig- 
ion he meant something different by religion 
from what Dr. McCosh understood by it. While 
he respected the doctor's beliefs, he shouid be 
sorry to have his Own sonstaughtthem. Dr. 
McCosh, before the meeting closed, said he want- 
ed the two papers published, so that people could 
judge which was the better. The assembly then 
repaired to a lower room and braced up on 
lemonade, 





TO ANSWER FOR FORGERY, 

PovuGHKEEPsIE, N. Y., Feb. 3.—Detective 
Jack Reeves, of Cleveland, Ohio, arrived kere at 
5 o'clock this afternoon with a prisoner named 
Edward Crowell, of the same place, who, Reeves 
says, is wanted there for forgery to the amount 
of $210,000, all of the money having been lost in 
the bucket shop business inthe city named. The 
detective says Crowell dumped all the money to 
Wright & Co., of Cieveland, and got $10,000 more 
on forged checks from the Union Bank, of 
Cleveland, and then fied to Europe. The de- 
tective tracked him to Belgium, where he lost 
the clue. This was over a yearago. To-day he 
found Crowell at Newburg, where he was run- 
ning a bucket shop, and took him quietly away. 
He left with his prisoner to-night on the 8:10 
train for Cleveland.

TO BE TRIED FOR 
BRIBERY. 


precedent, inthe jurisprudence of Michigan at 
least, was finally determined in the Supreme 
Court of this State-this morning. A quarter of 
a century ago the Legislature abolished the old 
method, still prevalent in many States, of insti- 
tuting criminal trials through the presentment 
ofaGrand Jury,und substituted therefor the 
submission of an information by the prosecuting 
attorney alleging the criminal act upon his in- 


formation and belief. The object was to cet rid 
of the expensive and cumbrous Grand Jury 
system. The new law provided, however, that 
a Grand Jury might be called at any 
time upon the order of the Circuit Judge to ex- 
amine preliminarily into any cases deemed of 
special importance or difficulty. Under this pro- 
vision a Grand Jury was summoned in this city 
last Summer, the first in several years, in obedi- 
ence to avery prevalent popular demand, to in- 
quire into the alleved receiving of bribes on the 
part of severa) members of the Board of Alder- 
mec. It wasthe general conviction that a rin 
had been formed in the board by whieh 
every contract of any considerable magni- 
tude could be obtained, even after bids had 
been taken, only on the payment to this 
ring of money to secure the confirmation of the 
contract by the Council. The same thing was 
true of all appointments made by the Aldermen. 
They had to be paid for. Thejury, after several 
weeks’ investigation, found indictments against 
three Aldermen, a fourth escaping only by a re- 
consideration of his case alter it had once been 
passed upon aflirmatively, Upon arraigning the 
three indicted Aldermen their counsel proceeded 
to attack the validity of the indictments, alleg- 
ing that they were brought under a general 
State law while the indicted officials were 
acting under the city charter, and could 
only be proceeded against under the require- 
ments of that charter, which had a different and 
lighter penalty for bribery than did the general 
law of the State. The indictments, furthermore, 
were found by a Grand Jury summoned by the 
Circuit Court Judge and returned into that 
court and then sent from that tribunal to the 
Recorder’s Court of the city, which has exclu- 
sive jurisdiction overall criminal cases arising 
under any law within the city limits, and also 
all offenses arising under the city charter and 
ordinances. It was, therefore, claimed under 
this state of facts that the Recorder had no 
jurisdiction to try these cases, as they were 
brought under tho general laws of the State, and 
sbould have been maintained under the city 
charter. 

After careful deliberation Recorder Swift, a 
learned and upright Judge, decided the objeo- 
tions well taken, and quashed the indictments. 
The prosecuting attorney then applied to the 
Supreme Court for a mandamus directing the 
Recorder to proceed and try these cases on these 
indictments. This application has aroused great 
curiosity asa legal proceeding, as it was sup- 
posed to be impossible in this State, at least for 
the Supreme Court, to compel a court of record 
to take jurisdiction in a criminal case 
against its will. The Supreme Court held a 
mandamus to be a prerogative writ which it 
could use in this case if, sufficient occasion was 
shown. And under the facts the court held that 
the Recorder erred in not taking jurisdiction, 
and directed him to do so and proceed with the 
trial of the cases. There is great rejoicing in 
this city atthis result, as it is believed that fla- 
grant corruption will be dragged into the light 
anda stop put to a system of blackmail that was 
dangerous in the highest degree and likely to 
become intolerable in its exactions if not 
broken up. 





MANAGEMENT OF STATE FAIRS. 


DISCUSSION ON THE SUBJECT BY THE IN- 
TERNATIONAL ASSOCIATION, 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Feb. 8.—About 80 
delegates are in attendance upon the second an- 
nual convention of the International Associa- 
tion of Fairs and Expositions, which began its 
sessions to-day. The following societies are 
represented: St. Louis Fair and Exposition, In- 
diana State Fair, Nebraska State Fair, Tri-State 
Fair, Toledo; Illinois State Fair, Milwaukee 
Fair and Exposition, Western National Fair, 
Lawrence (Kansas) Agricultural and Art and 
Industrial Exhibition Association, Toron- 
to, and New-York State Fair. The 
association was formed in 8t. Louis, 
December, 1884, Julius 8. Walsh being President. 
In a brief address to the delegates to-day he said 
that the main object ot the organization was to 
arrive ata correct solution of the relation exist- 
ing between the respective associations, exhibit- 
ors, and the public. It had been apparent that 
for some years there had been a necessity for the 
adoption of uniform rules and regulations, with- 
out which there would bea never-ceasing conflict 
between associations. The growth of tho coun- 
try had caused a large increase in the number of 
fair associations, and it was necessary to keep 
well in advance of the line of progressive devel- 
cepment. During the afternoon addresses were 
delivered by Henry Wade, of Toronto, on tha 
exhibition as a means of education, and by 
Charles F. Mills, Secretary of the Iilinois State 
Board of Agriculture, on county fair manage- 
ment. A resolution was passed deploring the 
action of the Michigau State Board of Agri- 
culture in excluding from competition for pre- 
miums all non-resident cattle breeders, and 
threatening, unless that action was rescinded, to 
suspend relations with that organization. The 
Indiana State Board banqueted the delegates 
this evening. 





THE MINNEAPOLIS FLOUR MARKET, 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Feb. 38.—In its 
weekly review of the flour production, for its 
issue of Feb. 5, the Vorthwestern Miller will say: 
“ Although one-half the milling capacity of the 
city has been stopped in order to give the otber 
half water to run, the power continues very 


poorand the mills running do 60 without satis- 
factory results. A pool was formed and put 
into effect Thursday, the 28th ult., and up to the 
present time operations have been conducted 
under its provisions, no cognizance being taken 
of the mills using steam, With part of the mills 
idle, those running during the closing half 
of the week were able to do more work, 
yet there is much room for improvement, 
The flour production o! the week reached 88,480 
barrels—averaging 12,640 barrels daily—against 
90,648 barrels for the preceding week and 83,300 
barrels for the corresponding period of 1885. Sev- 
enteen mills contributed to this result. Monday 
the mills changed off under the pool, and to-day 13 
are running, with a maximum capacity of over 
23,000 barrels, but producing about 14,000 barrels 
per day. The power since Monday has been 
rather poorer than last week. One steam miil 
of 1,200 barrels closed Tuesday, leaving about3,500 
barrels per day produced by that power. The flour 
market is quiet, patents moving freely; other 
grades jull. The receipta for the week were: 
Wheat, 514,000 bushels. Shipmencs—Flour, 83,194 
barrels; wheat, 84,160 bushels; millstuff, 2.844 
tons. Wheat in store—Minneapolis, 5,854,362 
bushels; Duluth, 5.622.411 busheis; St. Paul, 
1,156,000 bushels. Exports of flour for January 
were 118,240 barrels, against 98,000 barrels in De- 
cember,”

Though a married 
man, Lyon’s family, consisting of a wife and 
child, are still at the home of the former's 
father in New-York State waiting until 
the husband = should secure permanent 
and profitable employment. Dr. Gault was a 
Drominent member of Beckwith Chapel, but 
well founded rumor,s associating ber in a com- 
promising way with young Lyon, havo resulted 
in her suspension fromthe church. It is alleged 
in the formal charge against her that she was

XRUNDS ~BADLY.NEEDED*FOR: THE; 
STATE} PRISONS. 

MR. BATCHELLER’S BAD HUMOR DELAYS: 
LEGISLATION—BILLS INTRODUCED AND 
REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 

ALBANY, Feb. 8.—Unless the ‘Legislature 
affords some relief right away the- management 
of the State prisons is likely to become involved 
in costly troubies. Few of the members 
realize this, because they have not taken 
the time or given the thought  neces- 
sary to an understanding of the situation. 
The responsibility for delay in appropriating 
needed funds may be brought hometo some of 
them in an emphatio manner. The subject was 
brought up in the Assembly to-day by the 
unanimous report of Mr. Kruse’s Appropriations 
Committee upon the bill appropriating $1,100,000 
for these institutions. A similar bill is be- 
before the Senate committee, and to that 
body Superintendent Baker will present thesame 
arguments in favor of its early passage that con- 
vinced Mr. Kruse’s committee of the necessity 
of prompt action. The urgency of the case ts 
shown by his statements that unless some imme- 
diate provision is made by the Legislature 700 
idle convicts will by the middle of this month be 
added to the lot of 400 men in Auburn who have 
been in idleness nearly a whole year. 

Tho situation is clearly stated in the Superin- 
tendent’s annual report, the needs of the prisons 
are fully outlined, and the Legislature is ear- 
nestly urged to take prompt action. The Goy- 
ernor in his message also pointed out the gravi- 
ty of the situation, yet the Legislature is but 


one day further advanced in the matter of 
granting relief than {it was on the day 
the two appropriation bills were introduced. 
The money appropriated for the uses of the 
State account industries has been expended. 
It has been paid back into the oor creat of the 
State, but it is not available until the Legis- 
lature reappropriates it for prison uses. There 
are now no funds to continue the State account 
industries already established. The State ac- 
count system has been established by law and 
money is required to conduct it in a business- 
like way. 

The $500,000 appropriated last year has been 
restored to the State Treasury, and the Superin- 
tendent bas in his possession $85,000 in addition, 
representing the labor of the convicts for nine 
months on State account industries. The 
money appropriated for the food and clothing 
of the convicts has been expended. This $85,000 
is not sufficient for maintaining the prisons a 
month, let alone |e pgponeng material to be 
converted into salable goods. Only yesterday 
Warden Fuller, who had gone to New-York 
to buy $50,000 worth of cloth, which was a bar- 
gain at 5cents a yard less than the market price, 
was recalled, the Superintendent seeing the slow 
progress of the appropriation bills and realizing 
that he could not afford to run the risk even of 
making a good bargain unless a disposition was 
peer | by tne Legislature to speedily give him 
the needed funds. 

Mr. Kruse in reporting this important bill 
asked that it be ordered to a third reading with- 
out delay. Explanations were asked by Messrs, 
Batcheller, Erwin, Tuck, Titus, Sheehan, and 
Greene. 

Mr. Kruse stated that there was a general mis- 
apprehension of the purposes of the pill. This 
was not in the nature of an appropriation which 
was made witbout a direct financial return. The 
half million dollars appropriated last year by 
the State forthe purchase of material had all 
found its way back into the Treasury. Out- 
standing accounts to the amount of $200,000 had 
been paid into the Treasury since the beginnin 
of the fiscal year Oct. 1, 1885, and there remaine 
$200,000 more to be collected. The State did not 
contribute this $1,100,000 for the support of the 
prisons. It substantially loaned money to the 
prisons, and got it all back again when the goods 
manufactured by the convicts were sold. The 
appropriation was for the purpose of continu- 
ing the prisons in business and the prisoners out 
of idleness. If the Superintendent could turn 
this muney over and over again, it would be all 
right, and there would be no necessity for 
troubling the Legislature. Butas he was com- 
pelled to pay back to the Treasury all the money 
received for the sale of goods, he was left with- 
out working capital. 

The Democrats were satisfied with the expla- 
nation, but some Of the rural Republicans failed 
to comprehend it. Failing in his effort to have 
the bill ordered to a third reading Mr. Kruse 
moved to make ita specia] order for to-morrow. 
Mr. Batcheller, however, succeeded in postpon- 
ing action till next Wednesday. It is difticult to 
understand whether be was actuated by pique 
or by ignorance of the consequences in- 
volved in delay. The former, probably, 
for when Mr. Baker endeavored to explain 
the situation to him he haughtily declared 
that he (the Superintendent) had explained the 
matter toevery member of the Assembly ex- 
eveept him; amisrepresentation by the way, for 
the Superintendent’s energies have been de- 
voted to making explanations to the committee. 
Mr. Batcheller’s dictatorial course in this and in 
other matters have subjected him to much ad- 
verse criticism. If the Legislature had kindly 
permitted him to organize it at the outset of the 
session no suspicion would have arisen that he 
is a trifle soured by succeeding events, 

When the proposition to print 6,000 extra 
copies of the Governor's message, 8,500 of which 
to be in German, was submitted tothe Assembly 
to-day, Mr. Batcheller entered a protest, and, of 
course, madeaspeech. Evidently he was in bad 
humor to-day. The Legislature always extends 
this little privilege of extra printing to Gover- 
nors, and there was no reason why {it should be 
denied Gov. Hill. Mr. Batcheller moved to strike 
outthe right to print in German, He really 
could see no reason why the message should be 
printed in German any more than in Celtic, 
Italian, or French. He admired the German 
tongue, but he was opposed to the resolution on 
principle. We have our own American lan- 
guage, and Germans ought to learn that if they 
were ignorant of it. When Messrs, Baker, 
Sheehan, Lindsay. and Haggerty had spoken 
against hia position, he_ retorted that 
the Penal Code under which “ these men” (re- 
ferring to the Germans) are sent to prison is 
printed only in English. Mr. Erwin endeavored 
tosoothe him by telling him that he took too 
serious a view of this little matter. As far as he 
Was concerned he would as lief the message 
should be printed entirely in German. The 
House agreed that the Governor should have his 
German copies. 

The Democrats in the Senate are evidently 
growing uneasy over the unwillingness of the 
Republicans to confirm the Governor’s nomina- 
tions. Senator Pierce to-day notified the Re- 
publican majority that he should at an early day 
move to suspend the 47th rule requiring all nom- 
inations to be referred to standing committees 
prior to being acted upon, His object was to 
enable the Senate to take action whenever 
a majority of them can agree. It is reported 
that a long list of nominations will soon be sent 
in by the Governor, and that this is but a pre- 
liminary step toward securing their confirma- 
tion. This did not disturb the equanimity of 
those Republicans who declare that there will 
be no deal between the Governor and any of 
their number. 

At the request of Assistant Corporation Coun- 
sel Scott, Senator Daly introduced four New- 
York bills, one placing the Dock Department on 
the same footing with the other departments, 
particularly with regard to the methods of pro- 
viding moneys to meet its expenses; a second, 
assessing property benefited by the work on 
Riverside-avenue in order to ay for 
what has been done and for what will 
be required to completo the work: a third, 
providing that in suits for damages against 
the city by persons injured in the streets notice 
must first have been given of the dangerous 
condition of the streets, and suit must have been 
begun within three months of tbe accident; 
fourth, a bill to enable the Public Administrator 
to wind up many small estates, the money of 
which was in the Guardian Savings Bank when 
it failed, the money for this purpose to be taken 
out of afund for which the Administrator has 
no use,

By Mr. Pitts—Repealing the law of 1885 providing 
for the designation of « newspaper in Albany to print 
public notices; also, amending the code by satrikiog 
out the provision that appointments by Justices of the

. Mr. Plunkitt—Directing that the expenses of the 
relator in the legal proceedings in 1885 regarding the 
office of Corporation Counsel of New-York shall be 
included in the account of taxes levied for next year, 

Mr. Murphy—Incorporating the New-York Real Es- 
tate Exchange and Auction Room. 

Mr. McMillan offered the following 
and resolution, which were ordere 
printed: 

Whereas, The Erie and Oswego Canalis are highways 
of national commerce between the seaboard andthe 
intericr of the American continent; and 

Whereas, The canals for 60 vears have been main- 
tained at the expense of New-York, and are now the 
only waterways within the boundaries of the United 
States between the great West and the seaboard 
whereby the commerce of the great Jakes is connected 
with tidewater; and . 

Whereas, It has been deemed expedient by the State 
of New-York, in the interest of labor and the com- 
merce of the whole country, to remove cunal tolls and 
make canals open und free to the commerce of the 
United States; and 

Whereas, It is believed that the expenditure of 
$5,000,000 In improving the Erie and Oswego Canals 
by giving them nine feet depth of water throughout 
and by lengthening the locks one tier will be greatly 
to the commercial advantage of 17 Western States and 
Territories and 5 New-England States; and 

Whereas, New-York expends annually $400,000 in 
maintaining the canuls, and, as the improvement of 
the canals {s of national importance, it is just, equi- 
table, and wise that the Federal Government should 
bear the expense of the improvement; therefore be it 

Resolved, What New-York Representatives be re- 
quested to support the Weber bill in Congress, and in 
return pledge that the State will forever keep the 
canals free.

Heumann neglected to 
obey the summons. Police Commissioner 
French said that the stenographer had instruc- 
tions to write out all the statements made yes- 
terday and on Tuesday so that the Commission- 
ers could sift the evidence. Commissioner Mc- 
Clave said that the board could not afford to rest

Heumann was seen Jast evening by a TIMES re- 
orter, but he refused to ah anything in regard 


othe charge preferred against him. He would 
not deny that he had made the Captain a ** pres- 
ent,” but would not tell the amount or the num- 
ber of times he had made “ presents.’?

WAGES TO BE INCREASED, 
THE FALL:RIVER.BOARD OF TRADE MAKES A 
CONCESSION TO THE SPINNERS. 

Fart River, Mass., Feb. 3—A Bpecia) 
meeting of the Board of Trade was held this 
‘afternoon at 2 o’clockto hear the report of a 
special committee-appointed to consider the-ad- 
visability of increasing the wages of the opera- 
tives in the cotton mills. The meeting was fully 
attended, some 20 corporations being repre- 
sented. The committee reported that an advance 
of 10 per cent. be made in the wages of the op- 
eratives on the first Monday in April next, pro- 
vided the difference between the cost and the 
selling price of cloth then is no legs than it is 
now. A lively discussion followed, and manu. 
facturers freely expressed their views on the 
situation. Several held that, judging by the 
present status of the market, the advance would 
not be warranted; that the mills have been run- 
ning for three years without profit to the owners; 
that only a slignt profit is now being made, as 
most of the mills have contracts lasting until 
April at 344 cents; that there was butaslicht 
margin of gain at these fizures, to which the 
luckless stockholders seemed entitled. One gen- 
tleman stated that he had $75,000 worth of mill 
stock, all paid for, which had brought nim in 
only $50 in the past year. Finally a proposition 


Was made and carried, that an advance of 10 per 
cent. be made, to take effect on March 1. Several 
manufacturers are dissatisfied with the result of 
the meeting, and prefer closiug their mills to in- 
creasing wages. ‘The increase is made in spite of 
the efforts and against the judgment of some of 
the most conservative business men in the com- 
munity, who say it is based upon hopes for bet- 
ter trade in the near future. 

The labor leaders, however, take a very differ- 
ent view of the action of the manufacturers. 


‘They claim that the latter were frightened iato 


making a compromise; that it was known to the 
employers that the help had determined on 
forcing them to accept their terms, and that in 
the face of the present healthy condition of the 
print cloth market they dared not refuse. Sec- 
retary Howard, of the Spinners’ Union, said 
that he was glad to see that the manufacturors 
thought two months too long a time to wait for 
the increase, and that they were beginning ta 
look at the wage Question {n a reasonuble man- 
ner. He was unable to predict the action of the 
spinners at their meeting on Saturday night. 
They were very sullen at the last meeting, and 
were ready to enter upon a strike at once. “I 
am in favor of accepting the offer,’ he said, 
“even though it be a compromise.’ 

“Is it to bean Unconditiona! Surrender?” is 
the heading of acircular tssued to night by the 
spinners calling aspecial meeting on Saturday 
— The circular says: * The committee ap- 
pointed by the Board of Trade to consider the 
appeal presented to them for more wages has 
decided, as {3 customary with them, not to ac- 
cede to our wishes. It remains now for us to 
say what action shall be taken in the matter, 
and we trust it will be such as will justify us in 
tha eyes of the publio and show to the world 
that our manhood is not dead yet.” The circu- 
lar recites the story of the reductions in the past 
few years, and closes as follows: “ Every spin- 
ner should attend the meeting and be prepared 
for the worst. In the meantime husband your 
resources, so that if a strike be agreed upon you 
may be that much better prepared to meet it.” 
The ciroular is signed by Robert Howard. 

There is no change in the strike at the King 
Philip Mills. The weavers pope that in conse-

THE TOLEDO ADVENTURESS. 
FURTHER DEVELOPMENTS EXPECTED IN THE 
OHIO COURTS, 

ToxLEDOo, Ohio, Feb. 8.—Further and more 
sensational details of the Rice-Phillips Chicago 
scandal were elicited to-day through the instru- 
mentality of Mrs. Philiips’s arrest on a charge of 
adultery.

attached her trunks, containing clothing ant 
valuables worth $10,000, The pretty prisoner 
denies that she has committed adultery by liv- 
ing with Rice because he is her husband, and eho 
says she is not guilty of bigamy, for she was di- 
vorced from him. To still further complicate the 
case Mrs. B. C. Franklin, a lady stopping at a 
hotel here awaiting the arrival of her husband, 
says she occupied a room on Wabash-avenue, 
Chicago, of which Mrs, Rice was formerly a ten- 
ant, and she claims to have letters in her posses- 
sion, which she found in a closet, revealing a 
diabolical plot on the part of Phillips to break 
up the Rice home and secure the wife. These 
ype will disclose a vast amount of intrigue in 
the uppertendom of Chicago, and will produce 
a sensation atthe trial. The latest to-night is 
that Rice is said to have a wife and three chil-

THE MISSING HEAD FOUND.

— was positively shown. All efforts to arrest 

en have been unavailing, althouh officers 
have been close upon his track. Yestreday Bill 
Brown made a confession, saying that the head 


- had been buried in a thicket. Officers accompa- 


nied by Brown visited the spot last evening, but 
the head had been removed, It wus finally found 
25 yards from the house formerly occupied by 
Arnold and for some time past in the possession 
of Ben Brown. It was wrapped in oilskin and 
covered with asack. The head was brought to 
the et and easily identified as that of Ar- 
nold. Simon Fox, Mrs. Ben Brown, Nelson Jos- 
lin, and Joslin’s wife were arrested for complici- 
ty inthe crime. Fox is said to have shot Ar- 
nold and the others to have concealed the body 
and kept the murdera secret. Fox is a nephew 
of Arnold. Ben Brown is closely pursued by 
officers. 

Ben Brown was captured early this morning 
six miles from the city, and lodgedin jail. He 
ponte get denied the killing of Arnoid, and ac- 
cused his cousin, Bill Brown,of the murder. 
The jury of inquest met this evening and re- 
turned a verdict against Ben Brown and others, 
Ben Brownand Simon Fox will probably be in- 
dicted for murder in the first degree. The body 
of Arnold when examined to-day wasfound to 
have threg cuts in the neck.

NEW FORM OF VERDICT. 


A QUESTION WHETHER SUICIDE VITIATES 
ACCIDENT INSURANCR. 

Curcaco, Feb. 8.—The jury in the suit of 
Lorrette M. Crandall against the Accident In- 
surance Company of North America to recover 
the amount of a paid-up policy on her hus- 
band's life returned a verdict this morning in 
the United States District Court presided over 
by Judge Dyer. The deceased committed sui- 
cide,and his widow endeavored to collect the 
amount of the policy. The company refused to 
pay on the ground that a suicide was not an 
accidental death, and the case was taken into 
the courts, The plaintiff held that the deceased 


was insane, and was therefore not responsible 
for his acts any more than for those of any 
man should he be assaulted and killed, and on 
this ground claimed the full amount of in- 
surance. The jury was instructed to find upon 
the facts in the case as shown by the evidence, 
the Judge devising a special form of verdict 
that the point of law might be left for judicial 
decision. 

The verdict finds that Crandall applied for the 
policy; that it was issued to him by the com- 
pany: thatit was fully paid up; that Crandall 
committed suicide by hanging, and that he was 
insane at the time. The closing clause is: ‘*And 
if, upon the foregoing facts so found, the court 
is of opinion asa matter of law that the plaintiff 
is entitled to recover then we find the issus in 
favor of the plaintiff and assess the damages at 
$10,853 33. If,as a matter of law, the court is 
of opinion that defendant is entitled to recov- 
er, then we find the issue in favor of the ce- 
fendant.” 

Judge Dyer reserved his decision on the law 
points of the case, 


WAS CLOWES MARRIED? 

CHICAGO, Feb. 3.—When Charlie Clowes, 
the distiller, shot Bianche Gray, his mistress, the 
other night in Carrie Watson's house, and then 
killed himself, the first person notified was the 
lady whom he had for some months introduced 
to everybody as his wife. He publicly an- 
nounced that he had married her in New-York 
last Spring, and said that her maiden name was 
Lillie Kelsey. Clowes left a fortune of at least 
5125,000, Mrs. Loomis, his mother, and §. M. 
ulton, his uncle, now egtate that Clowes 
was never married to Miss Kelsey, and 
say that on the day of the funeral she 
told them so. They also say that if she seeks to 
obtain ashare of the estate she will have to es- 
Wblish her rightsin court. Mrs. Clowes’s law- 
A has entered an appearence for her inthe 

robate Court, and will file an application for 
letters of administration. He admits that his 
client has no marriage certificate, but says he 
will be able to prove that by common law she 
was married to Clowes in New-York last March. 
No license was taken out, but Mrs. Clowes as- 
serts that they were married by a man claiming 
to be a clergyman, and of whom she givesa 
close description. 





DRIVEN TO ORIMi BY POVERTY. 

Bourrao, N. Y., Feb. 3.—A _ distressing 
case of poverty has just been brought to light 
in the police court, in which a woman, through 
the hunger and want of herself and children, 
had been tempted and yielded to crime. Julia 
Shiegel was charged with stealing a can of 
corned beef. She told a very pitiful story. She 
said that her husband left her two years ago and 
went to Kansas, and she had since heard noth- 
ing of him. He left her destitute, with 
three small children to care for, Since 
that time she had supported herself and children 
by getting work when she could. Her father 
had six other children and could not help her. 
She had been unabie to obtain any work ex- 
cept on one day curing the past two weeks, and 
the cries of her hungry children had forced her 
to commit her first crime, the theft of a can of 
corned beef. Last Summer she worked as a 
common laborer ina brick yard. Upon hearing 
her story the court dischared her, she was given 
some money, her case was reporter to the Poor- 
master,and work was offered to her.

AN ABANDONED BARK. 
NorFo.x, Va., Feb. 3.—The Captain of 
the British bark Charity reports that on Tnurs- 
day Jan. 28, jatitude 34° 41’, longitude 174° 47’, 
about 50 miles southeast of Cape Hatteras, at 2 
P. M., he fell in with the Norwegian bark Cath- 


erine, of Sandefjord, waterlogged and aban- 
doned. Hesent the mate and three seamen on 
board the vessel. They returned and reported 
that she was full of water, with rudder and 
boats gone, masts and sails in good condition, 
and noliving thing on board. Capt. Strachan 
ot the Charity, deeming the abandoned vesse 
dangerous to navigation, decided to burn her, 
and accordingly, after saving a telescope, clock, 
charts, harpoon, Carpenter's tools, and some 
otber small articles, be set her on fire about 3 
P. M., and she was burning fiercely when, an 
hour luter, a thick fog came up. completely 
hiding the vessel from sight. The bark had bills 
of lading dated Savannah, Jan. 7, 1886, showing 
her cargo to be pitch pine planking, and bound 
to London. 








HOW TRAVELERS LOSE PROPERTY. 

Fort Wayne, Ind., Feb. 8—For six 
months complaints have been coming in to the 
baggage departments of the railroads contring 
at Auburn Junction of the loss of valuables 
from trunks and valises. In settlement of these 
claims the Baltimore and Obio Company alone 
has paid over $1,000. Detectives were put on the 
cage and last night O. M. Keck, the joint agent 
at the junction, and J. B. Barnett, the telegraph 
operator, Doth well known in society, were ar- 
rested on bench warrants charging them with 
the robbery of several thousand dollars’ worth 
of valuables. Their method was to open trunks 
with false keys, and, after rifling thein of all 
valuables, to relock them. Much of thestolen 
property was recovered in Barnett’s house. 





SMOTHERED TO END HIS MISERY. 
Conors, N. Y., Feb. 3—Sunday night 
George Waterhouse,aged 14, was taken ill and 
showed signs of hydrophobia. He grew rapidly 
worse, and last night was in such a suffering 


condition, with eyes protruding and mouth 
frothing, that the physicians saw there was no 

ope of saving him, and toend his sufferings 
ordered that he be smothered, which was done. 
Waterhouse was bitten by a dog six years ago, 
while a resident of Lansingburg. The wound 
healed rapidly at the time and caused no incon- 
venience until now. 


INDICTED FOR MURDER. , 

WiLmiIneTon, Del., Feb. 8—The Grand 
Jury to-day found an indictmont for murder in 
the first degree against Isaac 8. Talley, the 
Brandy wine-Hundred farmer who on the 12th 
ult. shot and killed his néighbor, J. Wesley 
Hanby, in an altercation caused by the latter in- 
sisting on crossing Talley's field, the road being 
blocked with snow. Taliey also suffered severely 
in the fight from a clu’ in Hanby’s hands, and 
has not yet fully recovered, but is expected to 
be ready to stand trial at this term. 








DETERMINED TO KILL RERSELF. 

Lirrie Rock, Ark., Feb. 3.—On Sunday 
night last Mrs. Gilkie, 69 years old, widow of 
James Gilkie, an old pioneer of Brush Creek, 
Yell County, fired a shed a short distance from 
the house, took a dose of strychnine, and seated 
herself in the middie of the building, with the 
intention of burning berse!f. During the night 
her unmarried sister, who lived in the house 
with her, was awakened by her cries for help. 
The eld lady was helped into the house, but died 
in five minutes. 





EXPLOSION OF A CANDY KETTLE. 
Derroit, Mich., Feb. 3.—This morning a

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THE UNION PACIFIC DEBT 
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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE GOV- 
ERNMENT DIRECTORS. 

THE VALUE OF THE ROAD ESTIMATED AND 
MR. HOAR’S 80-YEAR BILL ADVOOCATED 
—THE THURMAN ACT CONDEMNED. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—The report of the Gov- 
ernment Directors of tne Union Pacifico Railway Com- 
pany was receivea by Secretary Lamar this afternoon. 
Under the head of “Relations of the Railway Com- 
pany to the Government,” the report says: 

“The salient feature in the relations of the Union Pa- 
cific to the Government ts that the road is a debtor to 
the Government toa very large amount, the debt be- 
ing secured only by a second mortgage upon a portion 
of the property of the company. Under these circum- 
stances there has grown up an uneasiness on the part 
of Congress lest the debt to the United States might be 
finally lost, and legislation has been had with a view to 
prevent that result. But the legislation had so far 
seems admitted upon all sides to have failed of its 
object, and to have brought about a_ state 
of affairs which calls for early action. For 
some years every Secretary of the Treasury, 
every Commissioner of Railroads, and every Board of 
Government Directors, has reported to Congreas that 
the I'‘hurman act, under conditions changed since its 
Roe a is yearly locking up in comparative idleness 

arge sums of money to the mutual loss and injury of 

Gebtor and creditor. It is gery. therefore, and 

certainly seems desirable, that early Congressional leg- 

islation be had upon this subject. In the considera- 
tion of the various measures that will doubtiess be 
proposed, nothing can be more impertant than that 
the Government should haveas clear an estimate as 
possible of the rea! value of the property upon which 
its debt rests—of e load which 1 debtor 
carries and his ability to bear it. The 
figures upon which such estimates must be made 
are found at length in the last annual report 
of the company, which report it would be invidious 
not to compliment for its exceeding fullness and clear- 
ness and its many valuable tables. The simplest units 
of value in whioh to estimate the liabilities of railroad 
corporations and the capability to meet them are joad 
per mi‘e of railroad and earnings per mile. In these 
all of the assets and liabilities may be massed and 
compared with each other, and coniparisons may be 
also made with other systems. The following stute- 

ment exhibits the entire mileage of the system, np oo 

ing its finished branches, on Sept, 30, 1855, and its total 

liabilities for bonds and stock in the hunds of the pub- 

lic and its floating debt. In the bonded debt is in- 

cluded the $35,140,000 United States subsidy bonds 

issued in ald of the Union Pacific ana Central Branch 

and $16,564,831 balance of interest on the same, less 

the sinking fund in the hands of the Government:

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“But against this indebtedness the company has other 
assets than the road itse/f, consisting principally of 
land and land assets, and stocksand bonds of its branch 
lines, and of other corporations.

Referring to the brancn line of the road the report 
says: ** the Directors cannot emphasize too strong] 
the value tothe Union Pacificof itsauxillary or branc 
line system asa whole. Some of the lines, it is true, 
are injudiciously situated, and itn themselves are only 
operated at aloss. But as feeders to the main line all 
have a value which does not appear on their own bul- 
ance sheets. In tact, without them the main line 
would to-day bea bankrupt property. But valuable as 
the present auxiliary branch system may be, it is far 
below the ig eet gare which it must have to properly 
occupy the local territory tributary to the roads, 
and which will certainly be ee by its 
rivals if neglected by the Union acific, Al- 
ready its rivals, some of them among the 
richestand strongest corporations in the United States, 
are actively at work extending their lines to reach 
business which Is now tributary toit. This is not to be 
regretted, being buta healthy tndication of the rapid 
growth and future prospects of thecountry. But it 
makes itof the utmost importance to the road and to 
the Government as its creditor that the Umon Pacific 
should ‘g9 as free as any of its competitors to build or 
acquire Cranch lines or valuable connections by any of 
the usual arrangements among railroads for such ends, 
Otherwise it must be at a futal disadvantaye in the 
competition for territory and future business, and the 
development of the country tributary to it must len- 
guish. Reference has already been made to the re- 
peated commendations of tecreturies of the ‘'reasury, 
Commissioners of Railroads, and Government Direct- 
ors that sonie final legislation should be had upon the 
relations of therond to the Government. ‘The above 
considerations emphasize these recommendations. 

‘As matters now stand the debt of the road Is grow- 
ing larger from year to year, and the time of its ma- 
turity is not far distant. he uncertaln attitude and 
intentions of the Government are calculated to |mpair 
the credit of the company, and not only hamper it in 
efforts to secure its presentand future business on a 
safe foundation, but even, in case of serious financial 
crises, to threaten grave present disaster. This is so 
clear and so simple that no argument seems necessary 
to enforce it. ‘he Government is the principal credit. 
or of the company and has the power to precipitate it 
into bankruptcy, should it choose to exercise it. T’o let 
Matters alone is practically to exercisethe power, for 
every yeur that a settlement is postponed the position 
of the company is.weakened. The course of the 
Government should be that which any prac- 
tical .business man would pursue with a pri- 
vate debtor in « Similar situation. He would 
first estimate carefully the value of the debtor’s busi- 
ness, and decide whether it was such that it could rea- 
sonably be expected to pay off the debtif extended 
and made to fail duein instaliments. If satisfied that 
it could the creditor, while maintaing his lien upon 
the property, would promptly make whatever an- 
nouncements and arrangements might be necessury to 
establish the general credit of the debtor in his bust- 
ness and enable him to extend it and put it upon the 
firmest foundation possible. And in estimating what 
extention of time could be given and what install- 
ments should be parid, a prudent business man would 
allow some margin for possible fluctuations in busi- 
ness, a8 well as 4 reasonable support for the debtor, 
to assure a faithful and competent management of the 
business. Itis for Congress to apply these principles 
to the case of the Union Pacific Kou.” 

The report states the provisions of the two bills re- 
ported from the Senate Judiciary Committee last ses- 
sion, and after discussing the various plans proposed 
for adjusting the annuul payments to be made by the 
compuny,the board commends the pian of equalized 

uyments, which has been adopted by the senate 

udiciary Committee in framing the eighty-year bill 
reported this session. Thereport continues: “It has 
been suggested that the Government should reserve 
the rightto take up the underlying first mortgage 
bonds of the company when they fall due and acquire 
the }ien which those bonds have upon the property. 
‘The arrangement would seem to be a desirable one on 
both sides. It would make the lien of the Government 
upon the whole system absolute and entire, and. as the 
Government can borrow money at 3 per cent., it would 
reducethe fixed charges = the property about 
$1,000,000 erannum below the present requirements. 

‘his saving would soon retire the whole issue of 
bonds, about $35,000,000.” 

Under the head of “Payments based on net earn- 

ings’ the report says; ‘* Under the existing laws the 
annual payments by the railway company to the Gov- 
ernment are made to depend upon the net earnings of 
the company. ‘I'he expression ‘net earnings’ {s 80 in- 
definite and vague that parties adversely interested 
will rarely agree upon a difinition without the decision 
of a court upon disputea points, and new points ura 
liable to arise year by year. For this reason alone it 
is most desirable that in any new legislation the 
amount of the annual payments should bea definite 
and tixed gum to be paid absolutely without regard to 
net earnings, gross earnings, or any contingency 
whatever. And when this change is made in 
the present laws the restrictions on the finan- 
cial operations of the company imposed to protect 
the annual net earnings should be removed that the 
company may be unembarrassed in the use of its 
credit. As before stated, itis of vital importance to 
the company und to the Government as its principal 
creditor that the ‘company shall not be left behind by 
ie rivalsip occupying adjacent territory with branch 
ines and in securing or keeping open important con- 
nections, It can only do this by being as free as its 
rivals are to useits credit promptly as contingencies 
may arise. ‘he lien otf the Government of 
course should remain paramount and unaffected 
by any possible event, but under that condition 
the company should be given full liberty 
and the usaal powers possessed by railroad companies 
to develop and extend its system and do all things 
pertinent to its business at its own risk, ‘he Govern- 
ment cannot undertake to manage the company in 
whole and should not assume uny partial respcnsibili- 
ty, but may feel entire contidence that it ls in no dan- 
ger of losing the debt. As has been shown zebove, the 
entire issue of bonds and floating debt upon the whole 
system is but about $25,000 per mile. should it be- 
come necessary forthe Government to foreclose and 
tuke possession, by any defauit of the company, it 
could put a blanket mortgage upon the whole at 3 per 
oent., which would make the annua! fixed charges only 
$750 per mile on a line now earning an average of about 
$5,500 per mile gross and $2,000 net. 

** itis understood by|the Government Directors that 
the company does not wish to be considered uns it- 
self, suggesting or advocating any of the specitic 
measures which have been discus-ed above or which 
may be brought before Congress further than to point 
out to the best of its ability the probable results of 
their operation. Itclaimsthat If it had been left to 
itself it would have been in position to meet al! obli- 
gations to the Government at their maturity in its own 
way, which was to buiid upa large system capable of 
raising the amount necessary by u blanket mortgage. 
he present und the future must now be dealt with, 
and some early action is of pressing necessity, and us 
some action is necessury, it is tiost desirable that 
it may be at once comprehensive and final. For 
this reason the Government Directors confidently rec- 
ommend early action, and that it should be based 
upon the principies of the Hour bill. the period bein 
fixed at 80 years. Under the continued operation - 
the Thurman billsome further legislation would still 
be absolutely necessary before the maturity of the 

This would keep the company and its at- 

in Congress tor 12 years longer. And 
under any bill requiring payments contingent upon 
net earnings difficuities and questions will continusliy 
arise between the company and the depart- 
ments. Uuder the principles of the Hoar bill the 
matter may be settled at once and forever, and no 
longer trouble elther Congress or the courts. The 
company would simply have to make its semi-annual 
payment or lose all its property,and the amount st 
risk by the Government would grow less and its se- 
curity greater year by year.”

The Dunn Dill to amend the Thurman act was further 
considered by the House Committee on Pacific Kail- 
roads to-day.

Railroads, and the benefit they had been to the coun- 
try. In this letter Mr, Huntington gives a bistory of 
the Central Pacitic Rafiroad from its inception down 
to the present time, and calis attention to the various 
obstacies encountered and the difficulty in ontain- 
ing money to carry it forward. He says there 
‘wasthen (the time of the road’s projection) no talk of 








varying the terms upon which the railroad was to be 
Built to the injury of the company, and without its 
consent. Had there been such a doctrine then 
or at any time during the construction, be says, it 
Would have been fatal to the project. Attention is 
called to the various legislative ae gr made by 
Congress since the road was established, and to them 
he attributes the growing load of debt of th 
panies. Of the Thurman act, Mr. Huntington says: 

It has always seemed us if the act originated in 4 
feeling of pique and was carried through Congress 
partly through political ambition and partly by popular 
clamor, totally out of place in the consideration 
of a business matter. hatever motives, the re- 
sult has been unfortunate to both arties.’’ 
After stating that the various bills before Congress 
impose obligations greater than the ability of the 
company to perform, Mr. Huntington sars it ought to 
be apparent, without mention from him, that these 
legislative projects for compelling reimbursement in 
excess of the reasonable ability of the company’s 
earnings do not advance, but retard the object 
sought. Oongress would hasten the reimbursement 
by a conciliatory and generous course, while a men- 
acing and persecuting attitude can only delay it. 
Should Congress make an acceptable [ See ae 
spreading these subsidy repayments over a longer peri- 
od, at a low rate of interest,'it will enable the company 
to make better terms with the holders of first mortgage 
bonds. Neither the Government nor any one else 
can get more out of the road for the payments 
of its indebtedness than it can carry over the expenss 
of operation, maintenance, and first mortgage interest 
charge. 'I'o attempt to collect more than it is earning 
now, he says, must mean heavier tolls, and these would 
drive away the local industries to other roads, and thus 
defeat the attempt. Mr. Huntington continues: “No 
matter what the power of Congress over these corpor- 
ations or their property may ultimately be determined 
to be, it cannot add to the earnings of the companies 
nor accelerate the repayment. ‘hat is amatter not 
amenable to statute regulation; but any unfriendly 
action must necessarily put the debt in greater peril.” 
In conclusion Mr, Huntington says; ‘As an evidence 
of the attitude ot the stockholders to the Government 
they are ready and willing to submit their claim and 
the settlement under itto acommission of qualified 
disinterested persons, to act either as arbitrators .or 
advisers of the Government.”

MONEY WASTED ON A POST OFFICE. 

WASHINGTON Feb. 3.—The Secretary of the 
Treasury has written a letter to Representative Wil-

In reply to Mr. Blanchard, of Louist- 
ana, the Commissioners said they thought it 
wouldrequire an amengment to the civil service law 
to allow the commission in making appointments to 
take into considerationthe number of empioyes al- 
ready in office from varlous States, “hey did not con- 
sider such an amendment wise, however, as it would 
tend to render the whole civil service system unpopu- 
Jar with the North and West, because under it the 
South would get nearly all the offices and thus open up 
asectional question. Under the law the South was 
now getting its share of tho Offices, and would in time 
have its proportion of offices. The Commiasioners aid 
not think it was wise to do anything which woulda make 
the law unpopular tu the North, where its strength now 
principally lies. 7

LAWS FOR NEW-JERSEY. 


SOME PROPOSED AND DISCUSSED AT-TREN~ 


TON YESTERDAY. 

TRENTON, Feb. 3.—Both branches of the 
Legislature held two sessions to-day, but both 
were short, and at 5 o’clock both bodies ad- 
journed for the week. The Senate engaged in a 
warm discussion over a local option bill in coun- 
ties. The bill met with opposition from Sen- 
ator Fish, of Essex, who represents a large 
beer-Grinking constituency, and was finally laid 
over till next Monday evening, when it will be 
@ special order. Assemblyman Corbin tackled 
the liquor question with a bill fixing $250 as the 
minimum for a liquor license, $25 for a beer 
license, and $75 tor an inn and tavern license. 
For inns and taverns and saloons the maximum 
license may be $1,000, and for beer saloons $500. 

Among the bills introduced to-day was one 
authorizing the bonding of a county for $100,- 

for the erection of a lunaticasylum. This 
comestrom a member from Hudson County, 
where there is already acounty lunatic asylum. 
Another bill that reached the Senate Secretary’s 
desk authorizes the Governor, State Geologist, 
Controller, and Treasurer, and six Commission- 
ers to divide the watershed of the State into 
three districts; to have a commission appointed 
by each city to act conjointly with the State 
commission in providing the cities of the State 
with a suitable water supply. This latter bill is 
of Newark origin. Ys 

Assemblyman Seymour introduced a biil of 
considerable interest. Under the existing 
railroad tax laws the courts are required to ex- 
act from railroads contesting the taxes imposed 
upon them the payment into the State Treas- 
ury of acertain sumof money for State and 
local taxes. The act seems to regard the moneys 
only as a deposit to abide the issue of the suits, 
and it has been ailowed to lie in the State Treas- 
ury. The municipalities have use for their share 
of it, if the State has none for its share, and Mr. 
Ssymour’s bill suthorizes the State authorities 
to pay the money over to the cities entitled to it, 
on their filing with the State an indemnity bond 
conditioned for the repayment to the railroads 


of the amount they may be adjudged by the 
courts to have overpaid.

The somewhat academic resolutions of 
Messrs. RIDDLERERGER and PuaH with 
reference to the rights and duties of the 
President and of the Senate in the matter 
of removals and the reasons for them 
were yesterday referred by the Senate to 
the Committee on Privileges and Elec- 
tions, of which Mr. Hoar is Chairman. 
They will probably not be heard of again 
unless some definite question should arise 
involving the doctrines avowed in them. 
This is a gain in so far at least as it leaves 
the Senate free to attend to public busi- 
ness of more importance.. Meanwhile, 
the specific cases of removal and suspen- 
sion remain to be treated on their merits. 








The Government Directors of the Union 
Pacific Railroad add their recommenda- 
tion to the rest that the debt of the com- 
pany be refunded on the principle of the 
Hoar bill, the time being extended to eighty 
years and payment being made in equal 
semi-annual installments without refer- 
ence to net earnings. They make a state- 
ment showing that the net debt of the 
company, including the subsidy bonds, is 
equal toa little more than $20,000 per 
mile, and that the total income per mile is 
$2,272, which, after deducting fixed charges 
and United States requirements, leaves 
$440 per mile of surplus. The Directors 
think that the company should be left free 
to develop its system, and that the Gov- 
ernment should exercise no pressure calcu- 
lated to cripple it or throw it into bank- 
ruptcy. Their recommendation of the re- 
funding plan is based on the conviction 
that it would enable the company to de- 
velop its system of subsidiary branches 
and meet all its obligations, at the same 
time putting an end to the necessity for 
further legislation or litigation. Of this 

there is no absolute assurance.

A lively debate on the admission of 
Dakota was begun in the Senate yester- 
day, and of course it at once took ona 
partisan character. The opponents were 
accused of objecting simply because it 
would add to the Republican representa- 
tion in Congress, but there is really more 
in the objections than men like LoGan 
and HaRRISoN are disposed to admit. The 
fact that the Territory makes its applica- 
tion after framing a Constitution and 
electing officers is not in itself a valid 
objection, but the division of the Terri- 
tory by the act of the people of 
only one part, and the fact that only 
the people of that part were engaged 
in the proceedings which have led to the 
application, puts a different face upon it. 
Dakota is populous enough to become a 
State, and it may be extensive enough to 
admit of division, but the division ought 
to be the act of the whole people, or at 
least to be made with their consent. It is 
not at all clear that the people of North- 
ern Dakota are in favor of it. There is 
really no occasion for haste in the matter, 
and it would be well to have a clearer ex- 
pression of the wishes of the people of 
the whole Territory, and for this Congress 
may properly provide. 





Mr. C. P. HuntTineton exhibits his 
usual modesty in his letter to the House 
Committee on the Pacific Roads. He 
points out the benefits these roads have 
conferred upon the country and the ex- 
treme injustice of the Thurman act in re- 
quiring them to make provision for pay- 
ing what they owe the Government. 
This he calls ‘“‘ varying the terms upon 
which the railroad was to be built to the 
injury of the company and without its 
consent.” It is apparent to Mr. Huntine- 
TON that ‘‘ Congress would hasten the re- 
imbursement by a conciliatory and gen- 
erous course, while a menacing and per- 
secuting attitude can only delay it.” 
When we consider how Mr. HUNTINGTON 
has been oppressed and impoverished by 
the conduct of Congress toward the Pa- 
cific roads, the moderation of his lan- 
guage is as surprising as it is creditable 
to him. 








Police Captain Murpuy is accused by 
testimony which is apparently corroborat- 
ed by circumstances of having received 
money collected from liquor dealers in his 
precinct. The transfer of a Police Captain 
under charges of that kind to ‘‘the goat 
precinct” is an absurd disposition of the 
case. Either the accused Captain is 
guilty of nothing, or he is guilty of an of- 
fense for which he should be dismissed 
in disgrace from the force and sent 
to prison. There and has _ been 
for years, an opportunity for in- 
vestigating the Police Department, with 
every prospect of “striking pay dirt.” 
There is no chance that such an investi- 
gation will be undertaken by the Police 
Commissioners themselves, and this apa- 
thy is one of the things that most need 
investigating. Transferring a Captain is 
their method of averting a scandal. Con- 
sidering what every citizen decently well 
informed about the Municipal Govern- 
ment of New-York believes about the 
practices of high functionaries in the force, 
the remark of Commissioner MOCLAVE 
‘‘ that the board could not afford to rest a

LAMARS TELEPHONE DE- 
CISION. 


The Evening Post last night let itself 
cautiously down into the pit which we 
dug for it yesterday morning. The Sun 
will bound gleefully in this morning. 
Atop of the two we propose to throw in a 
few solid boulders of law and fact and 
precedent, and if they ever get out it will 
be by wriggling out. 

The Post cites, and the Sun had already 
cited, certain sections of the Revised 
Statutes to prove that Secretary LAMAR 
spoke contrary to the law and the fact 
when he used the following language in 
his decision of Jan. 14 granting the peti- 
tion to allow proceedings to be instituted 
in the name of the Government to vacate 
and annul the Bell telephone patent of 
March 7, 1876: 

“If, however, there is only one patent, and it 
has been fraudulently obtained to the exclusion 
ot the person really entitled to be patentee, or if 
a patent has issued for something not pat- 
entable—an invention already belonging to the 
world—it becomes the duty as well as the right 
of the Government, when of sufficient public 
importance, to actively seek its cancellation, 
because private litigation is not a possible or ade- 
quate remedy, and because the whole people are 
wronged without other mode of redress.” 

In disproof of the Secretary’s assertion 
that private litigation is not a possible or 
adequate remedy in such a case as that of 
the Bell patent, a case in which the charge 
of fraud in obtaining the patent and the 
charge of prior use are both set up and 
suppported by a great mass of testimony, 
the Post cites section 4,920 of the Revised 
Statutes of the United States, This 
section provides that in any action 
for infringement the defendant may 
plead the general issue, and on trial 
may prove among others the following 
special matters: That the patentee ‘“‘ had 
surreptitiously or unjustly obtained the 
patent for that which was in fact invented 
by another, who was using reasonable 
diligence in adapting and perfecting the 
same,” and “‘ that it had been patented or 
described in some printed publication 
prior to his supposed invention or dis- 
covery thereof.” From this the Post 
reasons that in order to raise in 
the courts every possible issue affect- 
ing the validity of the Bell patent 
the proper procedure of its opponents is 
to infringe it and get sued, and this 
course could be taken without Govern- 
ment interference and ‘ without laving 
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the Department of the Interior open to the 
suspicion of being used to further an oper- 
ation in stocks.” But the Post cau- 
tiously adds: “It may be that there are 
reasons why this section of the Revised 
Statutes will not completely answer the 
purpose in view.” 

There are excellent reasons why this 
section of the Statutes will not completely 
answer the purpose. The first reason is 
pointed out by Secretary Lamar when he 
says ‘‘if a patent ought to be vacated it 
can always be vacated there, [7, ¢, ina 
court of equity.] But the patent bears the 
great seal of the Government, and only 
the Government, even there, can ask 
to have the seai torn off.” Under 
our patent Jaws no private action 
to cancel a patent can be brought. 
That power is vested exclusively in the 
Government. Private parties, however, 
may test the validity of a patent by com- 
pelling the patentee to bring a suit for in- 
fringement. But the failure of this rem- 
edy not only against powerful monopolies 
like the Bell Telephone Company, but 
against petty swindlers brazenly claim- 
ing patents they never got or owned, 
is demonstrated every day in forced 
compromises, in the abandonment of 
lawful rights because their defense and 
establishment would be extravagantly 
costly, and in the payment of blackmail 
under the name of ‘‘royalties.” The pri- 
vate action is a possible remedy only in 
an insignificant minority of the cases 
arising, for a person proposing to con- 
struct and use a device or machine 
in defiance of an existing patent can get 
his capital only by prevailing upon his 
friends and the public to invest in a law- 
suit. This remedy is adequate only when 
the field for litigation is so clear and the 
proofs so convincing that the infringing 
defendant may be sure of a fair hearing 
and reasonably sure of a favorable de- 
cision. 

In the case of the Bell telephone patent 
the field for private action was danger- 
ously and even fatally narrowed by the 
admissions of the early contestants, ad- 
missions which, having been stated by 
one Circuit Judge, were cited by an- 
Circuit Judge as a_ sufficient 
for refusing to hear  testi- 
mony that BELL was not 
the original inventor of the telephone; 
and much of the testimony then offered is 
not in the cases appealed and preparing 
for appeal and cannot be put into them. 
And this is true, also, of the evidence laid 
before Mr. LaMar. So that in this case a 
private action, either before the courts of 
original jurisdiction or before the Supreme 
Court, affords no possible or adequate 
remedy for the wrongs and mischief per- 
petrated under the Bell patent.

Moreover, the procedure by Govern- 
ment intervention is the recognized and 
established procedure in cases where fraud 
is charged against a patentee. We will 
cite but asingle precedent for the course 
taken by Secretary LaMar, but it is 
a case so Closely parallel to the Bell 
telephone that the force of the 
analogy be at once admit- 
ted, and the Sun at least will 
bow in unquestioning assent to its au- 
thority, for it is a case in which Mr. Jay 
GOULD, through the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company, besought the Government 
of the United States to intervene for his 
protection against a greedy fellow who 
was fattening upon the proceeds of a fraud- 
ulently obtained patent. On the 21st day 
of May, 1867, GuorGe B. Simpson ob- 
tained letters patent covering the appli- 
cation of gutta percha as an insulator 
to electrical conductors. By assignment 
this patent became the property of CLIN- 
TON G. CoLGaTE, and against CLINTON G, 
CoLGaTR, in the month of April, 1884, 
the Western Union Telegraph Company 
invoked the power of the United States 
Government, and a suit was begun in the 
United States Circuit Court for the South- 
ern District of New-York by BrenJaMIN 
Harris BREWSTER, Attorney-General of 
the United States, represented by ELIHU 
Root, United States District Attorney, for 
the cancellation of the patent. The bill of 
complaint set forth the fact that gutta 
percha as an insulator had been in com- 
mon use for many years prior to Smmp- 
son’s application fora patent, and that 
his application had been repeatedly re- 
jected by the Patent Office. It averred 
that the patent issued to him was void 
by reason of the fact that it cov- 
ered no novelty of invention, and that 
it was ‘‘ wrongfully and fraudulently 
solicited, procured, and obtained.” The 
complaint further averred that CoLGaTE 
had brought in various States a large 
number of vexatious and unjustifiable 
suits against persons using gutta percha 
as an insulator for wires; and he ‘‘ has by 
means thereof unjustifiably taken and ex- 
torted from the defendants in such suits 
large sums of money for peace sake and 
as a compromise and as _ preventing 
any further prosecution of such suits; 
* * * and that the prosecution of 
such suits is unjust and not warranted in 
law; * * * and the institution of any 
new suits upon the said patent ought to 
be restrained by the injunction of this 
court.” ‘‘ Wherefore your orators pray,” 
continues the complaint, ‘‘ that the said 
defendant may be compelled to bring into 
this court said original letters patent to 
the said GEoRGE B. Simpson of the 21st 
day of May, 1867, and to surrender the 
same, and that the same and the record 
thereof in the Patent Office at Washington 
may be decreed to be canceled and de- 
stroyed and made ‘of no effect and null 
and void.”

WISDOM ATI’ WASHINGTON. 

Unless the reports of the Associated 
Press dothem great injustice there are 
several Senators at Washington who are 
discussing the Electoral Count bill with a 
plentiful lack of knowledge of what they 
are talking about. We have already al- 
luded to Mr. EvarTs’s naive proposition to 
re-enact the law of 1792, which requires 
the United States Government to be fur- 
nished with a list of the Electors of each 
State by the Executive of such State. 
Mr. EvarTs may be pardoned for. not 
being familiar with the subject. Of 
course he must have looked into it nine 
years ago when he was preparing for his 
great services to Mr. Haves before the 
Eléctoral Commission, but it is an advan- 
tage, and even a necessity, for law- 
yers “‘ greatly to forget.” Mr. Evarts 








has so often lost from memory things: 


which he himself has said—naturally of 
the highest importance from that fact— 
that he may be pardoned for not remem- 
bering what he learned a half score years 
since and has perhaps had no occasion 
since to recall. But what is more surpris- 
ing is that on the one hand Mr. Epmunps, 
who is the father of the present bill, 
should have remarked that there might 
be a suggestion of great value in Mr. 
Evarts’s amendment, and on the other 
that Mr. Hoar, to whom the bill belongs 
by adoption, should have condemned the 
amendment as embodying a complete and 
dangerous novelty. 

The facts as they have appeared very 
clearly and conspicuously in the history 
of the last ten years are that in any dis- 
pute as to the authority of Electors in any 
State the Governor of the State is liable 
to be involved as well as the Electors, 
and that his certificate, being that of an 
executive officer, with no power to take 
evidence or adjudicate differences, is, 
therefore, not conclusive, even if his own 
claim to office be not involved. Every 
Senator must know who has witnessed an 
Electoral count that the Executive certifi- 
cate, or a paper purporting to be one, 
must accompany every certificate of Elect- 
oral votes from any State. The seat of 
all the trouble we have ever had, and of all 
serious trouble that we are likely to have 
in these matters, lies in the fact that there 
isno provision for the final judicial de- 
termination and declaration in each State 
of the names of duly appointed Electors. 
If there were, and any dispute arising 
were submitted tosuch determination and 
declaration by a competent tribunal, all 
that the Senate and House would have to 
do, and all that they could do, when they 
met to witness the counting of the votes, 
would be to accept the votes so declared 
to be the votes of the State. That is what 
the Edmunds-Hoar bill undertakes to se- 
cure and what we believe it would secure, 

The bill provides in substance that any 
State settling fully and finally its own 
disputes shall have its vote counted un- 
less both houses acting separately shall 
agree not to count it, and that any State 
neglecting to settle its own disputes runs 
the risk of losing its vote if one house de- 
clines to accept it. In strict construction 
it may be said, and has been said, that the 
vote of a State duly authenticated by its 
highest tribunal ought not to be thrown 
out even by the concurrent action of both 
houses. Thatis perfectly true. But it is 
also true that if both houses should 
throw out such a vote there is no practical 
remedy for it, and that any such danger 
is so remote that it need not be now con- 
sidered. The pith of the bill lies in the 
security it gives to the authenticated 
vote of a State andin the risk it leaves 
to a State whose vote is not authenticated. 
It is idle to say that this risk cannot be 
avoided. The history of the election of 
1884 in New-York shows that it is quite 
practicable to enact laws by which 
almost absolute certainty of honest 
returns of elections is secured. On 
that occasion the choice of President 
depended on the counting of nearly 1,200,- 
000 ballots, and the correct scanning of 
over 40,000,000 names, and a change of 
600 ballots would have reversed the de- 
cision. Yet there was not a whisper of 
dissent raised by any responsible person 
against the declared result. This achieve- 
ment is possible for every State. The bill 
now before the Senate requires that it 
shall be accomplished to make the vote 
of every State safe. It is not an unreason- 
able requirement. 








MR. GLADSTONE’S CABINET, 


It is easy to believe that the announce- 
ment of the new Gladstone Ministry has 
created surprise in London. We had 
been led to believe that it would be im- 
possible to bring the Liberal Party as 
represented by the last Gladstone admin- 
istration into line with its chief’s new, 
though as yet unexpressed, policy on the 
Irish question. But it now appears either 
that the Whigs are prepared to tome into 
line or else that Mr. GLapsTONE has 
agreed to hold his Irish policy in abey- 
ance, and these suppositions are about 
equally difficult. 

The list of the Ministers reads much as 
it did before. The most noticeable change 
is the substitution of Lord RosEBERY for 
Lord GRANVILLE in the Foreign Of- 
fice. Nobody will dispute that Lord 
ROsEBERY has earned his promotion, 
while, as if to show that the change has 
no significance as concerns domestic pol- 
itics, Lord GRANVILLE returns to the 
Ministry, though this time as Colonial 
Secretary. Lord KimBreruEy takes his 
old place. Mr, CHILDERS and Sir WILLIAM 
Hakcourt are transposed, taking each 
other’s old place. The representation of 
the Radicals is the same as before, Sir 
Cuarues DiLKE being withdrawn for ob- 
vious reasons, and succeeded by Mr. Mun- 
DELLA, who takes Mr, CHAMBERLAIN’s old 
place, Mr. CHAMBERLAIN taking that of 
Sir CuarRLes. Mr, Morbey’s appointment 
to the Chief Secretaryship for Ireland, in 
view of his recent utterances, has some 
significance. 

The failure to make an appointment to 
the Viceroyalty of Ireland will be con- 
strued as meaning more than the appoint- 
ment to the Irish Secretaryship. It is 
possible that the failure to appoint at 
once means onlv that there isa difficulty 
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not escape observation. 





in deciding between two candidates whose 
claims are almost equally balanced. But 
a failure to appoint is really wiser than 
any appointment could be. The Viceroy 
is by prescription a target for all the ver- 
bal attacks of the Irish patriots, and is 
liable to become a target in a more literal 
sense. Whoever might be appointed would 
be an object of hatred in Ireland, and 
nothing more conciliatory could be done 
for Ireland than to put the Castle into 
commission. 

For the rest the new Cabinet is not 
promising. The introduction of a really 
thorough Irish measure would divide it 
hopelessly, The Whigs would at once 
retire, and the preponderance of Whigs 
over Radicals is as strong asever. Not 
much, however, in the way of remedial 
Irish legislation can be looked for from 
the present Parliament, and it is possible 
that Mr. GLADSTONE has made the best use 
of the material at his command. 





NO FEDERAL AlD NEEDED, 

It is to be hoped that the proposi- 
tion to ask the National Government to 
contribute $5,000,000 for the enlarge- 
ment of the Erie Canal will receive no 
countenance in the Legislature. If it is 
a sound policy to enlarge the capacity 
of the canal it should be done by the 
State of New-York alone, which owns 
and controls it and enjoys the immediate 
commercial benefits which it affords. In 
view of the proud history of the State in 
constructing and maintaining its canals, 
and in view of the benefits it has derived 
from them, it would be a humiliation now 
to join the mendicant communities that 
cannot undertake any great work without 
calling upon the rest of the country to 
help them, 

The State entered upon the construction 
of its first system of canals alone and un- 
aided when it had only one-fourth of its 
present population, and probably less than 
one-tenth. of its present resources. Its 
outlay was nearly $10,000,000, but no bet- 
ter investment was ever made by a Com- 
monwealth. It established the main chan- 
nel of commerce from the interior to the 
seaboard, gave life and development to 
many towns and cities along its line, and 
placed the city of New-York in its posi- 
tion of commercial pre-eminence, The 
enlargement which was begun in 1835 and 
carried on for twenty-five years cost the 
State in the neighborhood of $50,000,000, 
but the cost was borne by the people 
without a murmur because it was be- 
lieved that the industry and business of 
the State would be greatly benefited. 
This, too, proved a valuable investment. 
In 1882 HoraTIo SEYMOUR, Jr., made the 
statement that the Erie Canal had paid 
the State $42,000,000 over and above the 
cost of construction, maintenance, and 
repairs. 

But what the canals have directly paid 
is insignificant in comparison with the in- 
direct benefits in stimulating every kind 
of industry and business, making this city 
the emporium for more than half the for- 
eign commerce of the Nation, and con- 
tributing very materially to the influences 
which have forced the vast railroad sys- 
tem of the country to concentre its lines 
at this point. New-York should be proud 
of its achievements with its canals and 
the rewards it has gained for its energy. 
By way of maintaining their efficiency as 
a factor in transportation in the midst of 
the growing competition of railroads and 
efforts to divert traffic upon other lines, 
especially down the vaileys of the St. 
Lawrence and the Mississippi, the public 
tolls were gradually reduced and finally 
remitted altogether. TheState maintains 
the canals, not for a direct revenue, but 
for the benefit to commerce of a free 
waterway. Now, to make this waterway 
keep pace with the development of other 
factors in the great problem of transpor- 
tation, maintain its power of regulation, 
and hold the advantages which have been 
gained with its help, a new improvement 
is contemplated. : 

For the first time since 1810 it is pro- 
posed to ask for Federal aid and to yield 
the control which the State has had and 
ought to keepoverthe work. After spend- 
ing $60,000,000 and getting back $100,- 
000,000 it is proposed that this great State, 
with its population and wealth—greater 
than that of the whole Nation when the 
Erie Canal was first proposed—shall go to 
Congress and ask for a paltry $5,000,000 
to help enlarge that waterway. When 
aid was asked in 1810 it was possible to 
get a bill considered in Congress only by 
admitting into it similar benefits for 
canals in Massachusetts, New-Jersey, 
Delaware, Virginia, Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
North Carolina, Tennessee, South Caro- 
lina, Georgia, and Kentucky. That killed 
it. Now, if the aid were needed or really 
desired by the people, it could only be had 
by opening the way for Federal aid to 
scores of projects all over the country. 
The part New-York would have to pay 
indirectly for these would greatly exceed 
the benefit it would obtain from other 
States through national legislation. It 
would set a bad example, establish a 
mischievous precedent, and lose more than 
it would gain. This proposition should 
be promptly smothered. 


INDIANA FOR CONROY. 

An investigation concerning the re- 
markable appointment of BakNEY COoN- 
ROY to be Transfer Mail Agent in Indian- 
apolis has revealed some curious facts, 
This man’s application was virtually sup- 
ported by the State of Indiana, for the 
State officers urged his appointment. 
Conroy had passed a great deal of the 
time since 1872 in the penitentiaries and 
jails of Indiana. He had served terms 
for grand larceny and for highway 
robbery. He had afterward been in- 
dicted again and again for robbery, 
petit larceny, rioting, and assault. He 
had been arrested ‘‘almost numberless 
times,” we are told, ‘‘ for minor offenses,” 
In Indianapolis such a career as this does 
This man’s char- 
acter must have been well known to the 
intelligent residents of that city. The re- 
ports of proceedings in the city, county, 
and State courts must have made his name 
familiar to them as the name of an incor- 








_rigible thief and law-breaker. 


Nevertheless, he was able to induce the 
following persons to sign his application: 
Isaac P. Gray. Governor of Indiana; 





State Treasurer JOHN J. CooPER, State 
Auditor James H. Rice; W. R. Myers, 
Sec¥etary of State; Francis T. Horp, 
Attorney-General; W. E. NiBLACcK, Judge 
of the Supreme Court. And this is what 
these menyrepresenting the State of In- 
diana, said: ‘‘ We have known Mr. Con- 
ROY for a long time as an earnest worker 
in the cause of the Democracy, and one 
who is always at the polls early and late. 
He is a hard-working, honest citizen, and 
as he has never before asked an appoint- 
ment we think him worthy of recognition 
now.” Their signatures are not forgeries, 
for they admit, apparently without shame, 
that they wrote them. 

Neither the President, nor the Post- 
master-Gentral, nor any other member of 
the Cabinet should ever again pay the 
slightest attention to any recommenda- 
tion signed by any of these men. They 
have no longer any right to be heard. 
The State of Indiana is disgraced by offi- 
cers who “earnestly request” that the off- 
scourings of the penitentiaries and jails 
shall be made officers of the United States. 
This ought to be enough to prevent the re- 
election or the renomination of any one of 
them. No State can be properly governed 
by men who deliberately take such action 
as this with their eyes open. 

If they fairly represent the Democratic 
Party of Indiana—and we suppose they 
do—that party should be held responsible 
for their action. But the executive officer 
at Washington who was deceived and who 
summarily dismissed Conroy should re- 
ceive the credit which is hisdue. How 
can a President or a Postmaster-General 
desiring to select honest and capable men 
avoid appointing scoundrels now and then 
if the Congressmen, Governor, Treasurer, 
Attorney-General, and Supreme Judges of 
a State unite in recommending them? 
The facts in this case show not only how 
difficult the President’s task is, but also 
how far the Democrats of Indiana are 
from seeing anything good in a merit sys- 
tem. Competitive examinations and eapa- 
ble men may be preferred in some States, 
but jailbirds are good enough for them.

SNOW IN ALL DIRECTIONS 


See 
A HEAVY STORM THROUGHOUT 
THE COUNTRY. 

TWO AND A HALF INCHES OF SNOW CAUSE 

MUCH TROUBLE IN THIS CITY—A HIGH 


WIND AND COLD WEATHER. 

The snowstorm which began operations 
In this city at 10:45 A. M. yesterday was, like 
most of its predecessors, a product of the great 
and growing West. It becan to come down 
with great steadiness and seriousness of pur- 
pose, and though laterin the day it displayed a 
tendency to waywardness, it did not show any 
inclination to shrink from the slippery path of 
duty. The wind joined with the snow in pro- 
ducing a generallack of good temper in the 
streets of the city. The snow was swirled around 
In all directions,and found its way down the 
necks of pedestrians and into every corner of 
the streets. The mercury appeared to be dis- 
gusted with the proceedings, and started to hunt 
a hiding place. At 8 o'clock it had crawled 
down to17°, and at4it was 2° lower. Up in the 
Equitable Life Assurance Society’s tall building 
the wind blew and the snow fiew. The view was 
circumscribed, but animated. In every direc- 
tion was a writhing mist of white, through 
which occasional glimpses could be caught of 
mow-covered roofs. Clouds of wind-blown 
steam were tossed hither and thither, while 
Sown in the street could be discerned the forms 
of pedestrians, trucks,and cars struggling along 
through the storm. SeBieeer 

Inside the Signal Service station on the top of 
the building every one appeared to be as com- 


fortable as if storms were matters of sma!l mo- 
ment. The reports showed that the storm was 
widespread. lt was snowing everywhere eust of 
the Mississippi and as far west as Marquette. In 
the extreme South it was raining. The storm 
was cental in Montgomery, Ala., in the morning, 

ut wasspread outover a large territory. In 

he extreme Northwest it was very cold, al- 
though temperatures had risen since morning. 
At St. Vincent the thermometer registered 17° 
below zero; at Fort Garry, Manitoba, 20° below, 
and at Moorehead, Minn., 33° below. At Helena, 
Montana, it was 15° above, and at Fort Assini- 
boine, Dakota, 5° above, showing a rise in that 
part of the country. At Chicago it was 10°, at 
Albany 14°. at Philadelphia the same, at_Bos- 
ton and Eastport 15°, and at Sandy Hook 
16°. These were all morning reports. Down 
the coast a gale was blowing and storm 
signals were displayed along the whole Atlantic 
seaboard. At Chincoteague the gale reached a 
velocity of 42 milesan hour. In this city the 
wind increased during the day and became cold 
andcutting. Travel in the streets was more or 
less impeded. In Broadway trouble began soon 
after noon. The street cars began to come down 
witn four horses, an the four-in-hands, driven 
by irate drivers, became tangled up with truck 
teams, and consequentiy the atmosphere was 
rendered more vicious by clouds of profanity. 
At Broadway and Chambers-street, where the 
tracks of a cross-town railway intersect those of 
the Broadway line, stoppages were frequent, and 
a tall policeman had his hands full in keeping 
the wagons moving. Around the bridge en- 
trance, late in the afternoon, there was the usual 
amount of confusion, and the air was filled with 
the shouts and_imprecations of teamsters. 
Broadway and Fulton-street was,as usual, a 
scene of difficulty, though perhaps not so much 
50 as in ante-bridge days. 

At 10 o'clock Jast evening, when the snow had 
almost ceased failing here, the storm centre was 
along the North Carolina coast, and was still 
moving in a north-easterly direction. At mid- 
night it had progressed a considerable distance 
further. he thermometer here registered 
14° above zero at that hour with indications 
of still colder weather by morning. The 
snowfall here, from 10:30 A. M. till midnight, 
was a little over 246 inches. It has been sufii- 
cient, with what snow there was already on the 
ground from the last storm, to make good 
sleighing, and the fact was taken advantage of 
by a good many lovers of the sport yesterday. 
Last night the snow plows and sweepers of the 
various horse railroad companies were kept in 
very active operation clearing tracks. The city 
dump cart anG shovel:brigade was also busily 
er in removing the snow from the streets, 
and all night long it was kept at the work. 

On Long Isiand and in New-Jersey the storm 
was severeiy felt, and out-of-door work was 
abandoned at a good many points. Travel on 
the railroads was not seriously interfered with, 
however, although all the roads adopted 
extra precautions to keep their tracks clear. 
The same is true of the other railroads 
centring at New-York, and at the Post Office it 
was reported that there was very littie delay of 
mails from any point. The longest delay which 

_ bad been occasioned was in the receipt of the 
Pittsburg mail over the Pennsylvania Railroad, 
due here about 8 o’clock P. M., which was a little 
over an hour late. 

The Staten Island ferryboats had difficulty in 
making their trips on account of the snow in the 
afternoon, and their pilots had to rely almost 
altogether upon the compass for their guidance. 
The storm also interfered somewhat with the 
other ferryboats plying in the North and East 
Rivers.

HEAVIEST IN MANY YEARS. 
SEVERE SNOWSTORM IN THE SOUTH, EX- 
TENDING TO MEXICO, 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., Feb. 3.—The snowfall 
in Middle Tenressee is the heaviest in many 
years, acd railroad traffic and general business is 
almost suspended. Thestorm continued for 24 
hours, ending at an early hour this morning. 
The snow has drifted badly in the mountains, 
and mails will be delayed for a week. On ail 
the roads entering Nashville trains are delayed, 


and several are snowbound. Those which ar- 
rived and departed to-day required from two to 
three locomotives to draw them. There are 16 
Inches of snow here and insome of the surround- 
ing towns it is 25inchesin depth. Considerable 
flamave has been done - roofs caving in, but 
no loss of life 1s reporte 


Mosr, Ala., Feb. 3.—The British bark 
Arran McMurty went ashore to the westward of 
the entrance to Mobiie Bay, off Sand Island 
Light, this morning. A heavy fog prevailed. 
The fore, main, and mizzen masts of the bark 
went overboard in rapid succession. They are 
supposed to have been cut away by the crew. 
The vessei lies well up among the breakers, and 
is pounding heavily and will go to pieces, 
At 1:30 o’clock this afternoon the crew of the 
bark, 13 in number, put off in asmall boat and 
made for the tug Childs, and all were taken on 
board safely and brought up to-nigbt on the 
cutter Forward. The officers remained below to 
look after the vessel. The bark was 61 days out 
from Greenock, in ballast. She struck at 4:45 
o’clock this morning andlet go both anchors, 
but dragged a half mile on the sand spit. 


JACKSON, Miss., Feb. 3.—There was a 
heavy snow-storm here last night and this morn- 
Ing, extending as far as Grenada, Miss. All the 
trains on the Illinois Centrai Railway are de- 
layed, and mail and telegraphic communication 
with the North has been greatly interrupted. 
There was a light fall of snow during the day. 


GALVESTON, Texas, Feb. 3.—A heavy 
snowstorm prevailed yesterday over Indian Ter- 
ritory and North Texas. At Eufaula Station, on 
the Missouri Pacific Railroad, about midway 
north and south in the Indian Nation, the snow 
was five inches deep at sundown. Trains from 
the north are delayed and telegraphic communi- 
cation is interrupted. Harrold reports that it is 
snowing in the Pan Handle country, which at 
this season of the year means great suffering 
and loss among stock. The extent oft the storm 
through Texas will probably not be known for 
some days. It is raining here. 


City oF Mexico, Feb. 3, via Galveston.— 
Snow fell to the depth of 4inches at Mexical- 
cingo, four miles distant from this city, yester- 
day afternoon. This is the first snow that has 
falien in this vicinity since 1856. The tops of all 
the adjacent mountains weroalso whitened. The 
weather is much cooler than is usual in this lati- 
tude at this season. 


LovIsviLuE, Ky., Feb. 3.—The heaviest 
snowfall ever known throughout the State is 
reported. It began snowing on Tuesday at 
noon, and continues in Southern Kentucky, 
where 27 inches have already fallen. The 
weather here is bright and pleasant, the snow- 
fall being only about six inches. 


Catro, Ill., Fep. 3.—A severe snowstorm 
revailed here all of yesterday, nearly 10 inches 
alling. Railroad trains are delayed, as the snow 

has drifted badly in places. 


Parsons, Kan., Feb. 3.—A furious snow- 
storm, which began here Monday, centinued all 
day yesterday. Several inches of snow have 
fallen, and railroads are having great trouble 
in moving trains. 


Kansas City, Mo., Feb. 3.—Severe snow- 
storms are reported from points in Southern and 
Western Kansas, and railroad trains are seriously 
delayed. 


Baurimore, Md., Feb. 3.—A_ blinding 
snowstorm has prevailed in this city and vicin- 
ity since 1 o'clock this morning. There is a 
heavy fall ot snow, obstructing street cars and 
causing almost a cessation of ordinary business. 
With additional ice in the river and harbor, nav- 
igation is more difficult in consequence of the 
snowfall. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—Snow began fall- 
ing here at an early hour this morning. ‘The 
storm ceased at 4 o’clock P. M., with 15 inches of 
snow on the ground. This has been the heavy- 
lest storm of the kind in many years. 


Toronto, Ontario, Feb. 3.—This was one 
of the coldest days on recordin 45 years. The 
temperature at 8 o’clock this morning was 14° 
below zero, and has not risen above zero all day. 
At other points in Ontario the mercury ranged 
trom 16° to 27° below.

ACADEMY OF MUSIC. 

* Lohengrin,” although it has long since 
lost its freshness, still finds favor in theeyes of 
the’ public, and its latest production was 
potent enough to again attract as large 
audience to the Academy of Music 
last evening. The performance of the 
opera in English has already had notice 
in these columns, and hence does not claim ex- 
tended consideration. It enlisted yesterday the 
exertions of Messrs. Candidus, Whitney, and 
Stoddard, and those of Miss Juch and Mme. Has- 
treiter, and it was carried on in the reverential 


spirit and with the care and precision that dis- 
tinguished its earliest representations. Miss 
Jucb, who was heard once more us Elsa, gave 
evidence of weariness, and much of her pretty 
music in the second act suffered in tonal quality, 
if not in expressiveness, through the songstress’s 
lassitude. Mme. MHastreiter, on the other 
hand, was in excellent form, and a bet- 
ter Ortrud than she approved herself in 
the long duet with Telramund and in the 
subsequent proceedings with Elsa—these occu- 
pying about two-thirds of the second act—is not 
remembered. Whether this artist will wear as 
well with the critical portion of the public as 
she has done thus tar 1s a question that 
time only can answer. Her_ performances 
in “Orpheus” and “Lohengrin” suggest that 
her talent may be somewhat deficient in variety, 
but nothing definite can be ascertained as to 
the range of her powers until opportunities 
are afforded of hearing her in several wide, 
ly different rdles. Meanwhile, as set 
forth already, her Ortrud is to be cited as & por- 
trayal in which beauty ot tone, breadth and in- 
tensity of delivery, and an ability to fill the 
stage—to use a technical term—such as is very 
seldom vouchsafed a lyric artist, are most hap- 
pily blended.

METROPOLITAN OPERA HOUSE. 

The current representations of ‘* Die 
Meistersinger” at the Metropolitan offer little 
material for comment. Careful rehearsals pre- 
ceded the production of the work, and now that 
the opera has been repeatedly performed it pro- 
gresses with unbroken smoothness from 
the opening scenc in the cathedral to 
Waltber’s final triumph over his pedantic 
rivals and foes. ‘“* Die Mcistersinger” was given 
last evening in presence of an audience that in 
point of numbers, brilliancy, and warmth 
offered no suggestion of the storm that raged 
out of doors, and the appreciable music 
of the score—of which, by the way, 
there is nota superabundance, although there 
is no gainsaying the harmonic richness, the 
elaborateness, or the significance of the whole 
opera—called forth quite as much applause as it 
has done in the past. Herr Stritt remained 
in possession of the part of Walther, and 
Herr Fischer was seen once more as Sachs, 
Herr Kemlitz as Beckmesser, Herr Kraemer 
as David, Herr Lehmler as Pogner, Frau Krauss 
as Eva, and Friiuicin Brandt as ena. The 
ecenes in which the chorus is concerned 
were carried on with the wonted bustle, 
and the finale of the second act, in 
which the hapless Beckmesser is treated 
with as much severity as the “marker” 
treats his slate while Walther gives to the as- 
sembied master singers a taste of his quality, in 
the preliminary examination in the first act, was 
entered into with great spirit by all the per- 
sonages. Whether ** Die Meistersinger’’ will be 
part of the current répertoire of an opera house 
in a year or two hence cannot be predicted with 
confidence, but its production at the Metropol- 
itan leaves so little room for hostile criticism 
that whatever fate befalls the work all wili con- 
cede that it has had every chance of asserting 
its vitality. 
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GERMAN OPERA FOR THE WEST. 

The arrangements for the provincial 
tour of the Metropolitan Opera House company 
are nearly all completed. It will cover a period 
of six weeks, during which Chicago, St. Louis, 
Cincinnati, Cleveland, and Boston will be visited, 
the tour beginning in Chicago on March 10. About 
one-half of the company have accepted Mr. 
Grau’s offer to go through the country. ‘Neither 
Friiulein Lehmann nor Herr Stritt will be of 
this number, however, and Friiulein Brandt will 
be succeeded by Frau Staudigi, wks has not yet 
been heard in this country, but is said to bea 
contralto of ability and experience. The réper- 
toire will include “ Lohengrin,” ** The Queen of 
Sheba,” * Rienzi," **Tannhiuser,” and ** Der Frei- 
schiitz."’ Itis proposed to repeat “ Lohengrin” 
and * The Queen of Sheba,” so that this réper- 
toire will fill out the seven performances of the 
week. Ot course the Metropolitan Opera House 
company has no connection whatever with the 
projected tour, which is an enterprise of Her- 
man Grau peng sg It was not looked upon 
with favor either by Mr. E. C. Stanton, the Di- 
rector of the Opera House, or the Music Com- 
mittee of the Board of Directors. But 
they did not attempt to throw any obstacles in 
Mr. Grau’s way, for it was in Mr. Stanton’s 
power at any time to forbid the artists from fol- 
lowing Mr. Grau. The principal objection 
which they had, and almost the only one, was 
the fear that tne season would not prove suc- 
cessful and the credit of the Opera House be in- 
jured 7 the chances that salaries would not be 
promptly paid or that the artists would be left 
on the road on their own resources. To preclude 
such a possibility it is stipulated in the contracts 
that two weeks’ salaries are to be paid before the 
company leaves New-York, and after that each 
week’s salary is to be paid in advance. As none 
of the singers have been heard so they in this 
country except in Philadelphia,where their brie? 
season did not prove as remunerative as they 
had hoped, it will readily be seen that Mr. Grau 
is taking a good many chances,

STEINITZ WINS A GAME, 


—_—_—_@-——_— 
THE CHAMPION CHESS TOURNAMENT CON- 
TINUED AT ST. LOUIS. 

Str. Lovrs, Mo., Feb. 8:\—The first game 
of the St. Louis: series: in the chess contest 
between Steinitz and Zukertort was played 
to-day in Harmonic Hall and was won 
by Steinitz The game began at 2:15 
o’clock in the afternoon and continued 
until late into the evening, with an intermission 
between 7 and 8:30 o’clock. At the beginning 
there were about 50 persons in the hall, these in- 
cluding all the prominent chess players in 
the city, notably Max Judd and Major Hum- 
regs. Among the strangers present were 
W. H. Ripley, Secretary of the Indianapolis 
Chess Club; Major Henry Turner, President of 
the Brooklyn Club; D. McAfee, of the Quincy 
Ciub; Dr. &. Hoelke, of Leadville, Col.; Mr. In- 
trepidie, of the Manhattan Club, of New-York, 
and Mr. Foster, of the Baltimore Club. Arrange- 
ments had been made for the seconding of the 
players, so that Dr. Zukertort had for his best 
man William Duncan, and Steinitz, Ben R. Fos- 
ter. The spectators followed the game from a 
large board with a 48-inch field, elevated 
onaneasel. Mr. Lewis Haller manipulated the 
pieces on this board. The champions them- 
selves sat in the centre ot the reading room. 
facing east and west, upon a platform eight 
feet by sixand one foot high. The board and 
pieces were loaned by Judge Chester H. Krum, 
The board was of morocco, with red and cream 
squares. The pieces were club size. The 
rules of the match required 30 moves 
in the first two hours.) The time was 
measured by a unique arrangement of two small 
clocks, one for each player, hung on a balance 
like a see-saw, and gs0 adjusted that neither 
would run unless it was depressed. Each second 
looked after the clock of his champion, and, as 
soon asthe play was made, pressed down his 
clock, and the time of the move began to be 
ticked off. Mr. Steinitz chose the white and Mr, 
Zukertort the black men. Steinitz,Jjwho opened 
first, used the Ruy Lopez gambit. The game 
ran as follows:

Most of the people had 
left,and afterthe moves were registered the 
rooms were closed. 





EVICTING THE COKE STRIKERS. 

CONNELLSVILLE, Penn., Feb. 3.—The Sher- 
iff began to-day the work of evicting the strik- 
ing coke men from thu houses owned by the coke 
companies. Twenty families were driven from 
their homes. They were given shelter by others 
who are still in possession of their houses. So 
far the Sheriffs of Westmoreland and Fayette 
Counties and their Deputies have met with 


no resistance. The evictions have been 
confined to the leaders in the strike. 
The evictions will become general to-morrow. 
The oporators claim that the backbone of the 
strike is broken, and that the men will sub- 
mit rather than be driven from _ their 
homes. The miners and coke’ drawers 
occupying houses owned by the operators 
say the greatest trouble the Connel!sville coke 
region ever witnessed has only begrun, and that 
before they will submit blcoa will flow. At such 
works as the Standard and Morewood, at Mount 
Pleasant, where several thousand men, mostly 
Hungarians, are employed, the houses are cas- 
tiles containing resolute men well armed. 

A few of the fresb importation of Hungarians 
brought into the region last night were put to 
work to-day, but their countrymen claim they 
will have them on the side of the strikers before 
morning. The strikers are now centring 
their fight on the works operated by 
the syndicate, which controls over haif 
the coke ovensin the region. A few individual 
operators and all the furnace operators have 
granted the advance. The syndicate has not 
one hundred men at theworks. There is con- 
siderable destitution among the strikers, mostly 
on account of fuel, as the operators in many 
instances wiil not allow them to mune coal 
enough to keep them from freezing.

FORAKER ACTS PROMPTLY 


—_—__>-—__— 
CINCINNATI POLICE COMMISSION- 
ERS REMOVED. 

REASONS WHY THIS ACTION GIVES SATIS- 
FACTION TO RESPECTABLE MEN OF 
BOTH POLITICAL PARTIES. 

CINCINNATI, Feb. 3.—The proceedings at 
Columbus to-day which resulted in the removal 
of the Police Commissioners by Gov. Foraser 
were instituted by the Committee of One Hun- 
dred, which came into existence with the dis- 
closures as to the election frauds and isnow a 
permanent organization. It is the purpose of 
this committee to work reforms which the polit- 
ical parties have been found powerless to ac- 
complish,and a more signal beginning could 
not have been made than is seenin to-day’s 
work. The Police Commissioners were appoint- 
ed by the Board of Public Works last Spring, 
under an act of the coal oil Legislature, passed 
during the last week of itssession. The act wasa 
contrivance of John R. McLean for obtaining 
contro! of the police force for use at elections, 
and for levying toll to meet heavy election ex- 
penses, The Board of Public Works was given 
the appointing power for the reason that its 
selections could be Gictated. Tbe men chosen 
were Col. M. L. Hawkins, who as Sheriff of the 
county assumed the defense of the Court House 


during the riot a year and a half ago, and by his 
incapacity caused the death of scores of per- 
sons and the burning of the Court House; 
Julius Reis, a professional politician 
who recently failed in business, an 
Ww. . Stevens. Hawkins and Reis are 
Democrats; Stevens is a Republican who has 
never shown any dislike for the * boodlers,” and 
is related by marriage to Hawkins. To piace the 
police in the hands of sucha board they were 
taken from the control of Mayor Smith, as hon- 
orable and efficient an executive officer as the 
city has ever had. The headsof departments 
were changed at once, the men selected for these 
positions being the most notorious in the police 
service. Changesamong the patrolmen followed 
rapidly, the appointees being principally from 
the criminal classes. The sworn statements 
of men who had been discharged that they 
were told that they could remain on the force 
for a consideration, failed to check the removals, 
Of course outrages and things which were worse 
followed. Five or six men were shot and killed 
within as many weeks by policemen, some of 
whom are stiil awaiting trial for murder. Two 
mopthe bad not elapsed before some sporting 
men attending the races were arrested in a house 
of bad repute by the new Chief of Police, Wap- 
penstein, and the new Inspector, Dunn, On the 
way to the station house they were halted In 
the shadow of a church, where a well known 
politician joined the group and proposed that the 
prisoners should be released on payment of $100.. 

hey consented, paid over the money, reported 
the matter the next day, and remained to testify 
in the investigation which followed. The case 
was so clear and public feeling so wrought up 
that the Commissioners were obliged to dismiss 
both officers from the force. One of them, as it 
has lately beeu developed, was afterward secretly 
restored to the force and drew his pay regularly, 
although never assigned to duty. Scarcely a 
week has passed since June but the Comnission- 
ers have been compelled to dismiss patrolmen 
guilty of gross outrages, but their places were 
filled by others of the same class. 

The charges against the board lodged with 
the Governor specified a dozen or more notori- 
ously bad appointments. Seven of the men re- 
ferred to, in the hope of stopping the proceed- 
ings, brought suits for libel) against the commit- 
tee preferring the charges and the papers pub- 
lishing them. The Govercor based his action in 
removing the Commissioners upon the appoint- 
meat of Lieut. Mullen and etective White. 
Mullen was responsible for the incarceration of 
121 colored men in the cellar of the Hammond- 
street station house, in order to prevent their 
voting at the election a year ago last October, 
for which he was given a jail sentence of one 
year by United States Judge Baxter. He was 
pardoned out toward the close of his term by 
President Cleveland upon the solicitation of ex- 
Gov. Hoadly and other prominent Democrats. 
White served a year in the penitentiary for 
participation in the election frauds of 1878. 
The prompt aud decisive action of Gov. Foraker 
is warmly commended by the decent elements 
of both parties. It brenks the grip upon the 
city of as unscrupulous and defiant a gang as 
ever stole their way into power. Asto who has 
the authority to assume control of the Police De- 
partment isin dispute. The prevailing opinion 
coincides with that of Gov. Foraker that the 
contro! reverts to the Mayor. Opposed to this 
view is the theory that the Chief of Police, the 
next officerin rank below the Commissioners, 
succeeds to the powers vested in them. 





LOSSES BY FIRE.

There was a fire in the middle of the 
great bridge at St. Louis at about 7:30 o’clock 
Tuesday evening. The pipe which supplies 
water for the protection of the structure is in- 
closed in a box filled with sawdust as a protec- 
tion against frost, and this box runs along both 
sides of the structure, just beneath the flooring 
of the upper roadway and directly above the 
railroad tracks. A spark from a locomotive got 
into an opening of the box and set the contents 
on fire. It was discovered before the flames ob- 
tained much hesadway. ‘The spot could not be 
reached from the railroad track. An opening 
wus chopped through the upper roadway floor- 
ing above the blaze and the fire extinguished 
through this opening. It took over haif an 
hour to do this, and the fire had assumed threat- 
—s proportions when it was got under con- 
trol. 


A building in Troy, N. Y., owned by L. 
8. and J. A. Bunnell, was burned yesterday 
morning. The owners’ loss is $10,000; covered by 
insurance. L. S. Bunnell & Co., machinists, lose 
$5,000; no insurance. George G. Heutis & Co., 
collar manufacturers, $7,000; insured. Bowman 
& sons. collar manufacturers, $5,060; insured. 
Wells & Co., underwear, $1,000; insured. Mott 
Enright, shirts, $800; insured. Nearly all the 
sewing machines in the building belonged to the 
operatives, and very few were insured. The 
origin of the fire is unknown. 


A fire in Laplante Brothers’ building, in 
Vincennes, Ind., on Tuesday caused losses as 
follows: On building, 82,000; insurance, $1,500, in 
the Home of New-York.

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RUMORS ABOUT THE READING.

A STORY THAT THE PENNSYLVANIA HOPED 
TO CONTROL IT. 
PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 3.—Gossip in finan- 


cial circles was largely confined to-day to the 


cause of the recent boom in Reading general 
mortgage bonds. The theory that the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Company was at the bottom of 
the matter and intended to control the reorgan- 
ization of the road in itsown interest was flatly 
denied by the officers of all companies con- 
cerned, The scheme as set out by 
its originators, probably some _ enterprising 
room traders, was that the Jersey Central 
and the Lehigh Navigation should be 
leased to the Lehigh Valley, and then all of these 
companies turned over to the Pennsylvania, 
which, having the reorganized Reading in its 
own interest, was to form an alliance with the 
Delaware, Lackawanna and Western, and so con- 
trol about 85 per cent. of the anthracite coal 


trade, President Roverts, of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company, was in New- York to-day, but 
another high official of the company said: * This 
whole story is a fairy tale, constructed from the 
wildest rumors of the street. The Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company has not invested one cent in 
Reading general mortgage bonds, and does not 
mean to.”’ 

Ofiicials of the Lehigh Valley said that they 
had their hands full operating one road and had 
no desire to control another, and they did not 
see how the Pennsylvania could buy up a con- 
trolling interest in their road, as the large block 
of stock held by the Packer estate would be nec- 
essary toacontrolling interest, and under the 
terms ot Judge Packer's will it cannot be sold. 
Vice-President Hartshorn said there was no 
truth in the matter, so far ashe was aware. Of- 
ficials of the Lehigh Navigation Company said 
that they knew nothing about the matter. Re- 
ceiver Keim, of the Reading Company, de- 
nied the story. The reorganization ‘Trustees 
moreover, held a long session and proceede 
with their plan, regardless of the statement in 
circulation that they must give way for parties 
in the interest of the company “across the al- 
ley.” None of them knew anything about the 
matter, and they believed it was all ** gammon.” 
Mr. Gowen said: **The only way in which the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company can ever get 
control of the Keading Railroad Company is by 
purchasing a majority of the stock.” 

** But suppose representatives of that company 
get acontrolling interest in Reading generals 
and begin foreclosure ?” 

“They will have their defaulted interest paid 
then,” said Mr. Gowen. 

** But it is claimed by some parties that they 
do not have to take it if offered.” 

** They will have to take it.”’ 

“Do you expect to appeal from the decision 
of the Chancellor of New-Jersey declaring the 
Jersey Central lease to the Central void?” 

* Yes, I think we will.” 

The Chancellor has not entered his decree up 
to this afternoon, but the appeal will be taken 
in atew days. This will leave the Central under 


the control of the Receivers until a final decision 
is reached.

than that offered your petitioners. Your 
petitioners believe that not only a serious loss oc- 
curred to the Commonwealth in receiving a smalier 
sum than might have been obtained for these bonds, 
and not ony is the tinancial credit of the Com- 
monwealth an its reputation for fair dealing

A BARBER’S RAIL CAR INVENTION. 
From the Chicago Inter Ocean. 

Mr. A. F. Godfrey, a hair dresser and 
dealer of St. Louis, has invented a methoa of 
taking up and discharging passengers and goods 
from railway trains which is decidedly novel. 
The working model and drawings show a main 


track on the level and an elevated track in front 
of an elevated station with inclined tracks lead- 
ing toit. The idea is to start atrain trom one 
terminus and not have to stop or slacken speed 
until it reaches the other. t the same time 
passengers may betaken up or discharged at any 
station. As a train reaches a station on the main 
track, the rear car switches off and runs up the 
inciined plane to the elevated station, and at the 
same time another car runs down the other in- 
clined plane, is caught by the passing train, 
whirled onto the main track, and becomes a part 
of the train. The passengers who desire to stop 
at the next station pass to the rear car, which is 
side-tracked as was the previous one, and another 
carioad of passengers is taken on. By a very 
simple contrivance, which acts automatically, 
when atrain gets within a certain distance ot a 
station it releases the car in waiting, which 
starts down the inclined plane just as the last 
car of the train is switched off and starts up on 
the other side. This transter is made without 
jerking or danger of derailing, and the passen- 
gers would not be aware of tke operation of 
coupling and uncoupling. 








SENATOR MILLER, OF CALIFORNIA.

The Hon. Edwin H. Thomson, of Flint, 
Mich., died Tuesday from the effects of a stroke 


of paralysis:at the age of 45, He had been one: 


of the prominent citizens of Michigan ever since 
its admission into the Union. He received his 
education at the academy at White Plains, N. 
Y., and studied law in the office of Millard Fill- 
more at Buffalo, with whom he retained an in- 
timacy up to the close of that gentleman’s life. 
He had been a member of both branches of 
the State Legislature, and was appointed 
State IJImmugration Commissioner in 1850 
and went. to Stuttgart, Germany, and 
was the means of inducing not_ less 
than 20,000 Germans to settle in this State. While 
in London the following year he was appointed 
a Commissioner to the World's Fair, then being 
held there. During the war he was President of 
the State Military Board, in which position he 
rendered efficient service. Mr. Thomson was a 
special enthusiast in the study of Shakespeare, 
and spent large sums of money in accumulating 
avery choice library on that subject, whicha 
few years ago he presented to the State Uni- 
versity. There are few finer collections in ex- 
istence. He was a very popular and public- 
spirited man. He was a Democrat in politics, 
and his last public experience was to run for 
Lieutenant-Governor on that ticket in 1880. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 
Prince Leopold, hereditary Prince of 
Anhalt. died at Cannes yesterday. He was the 


son of the reigning Duke of Anhalt, and was 
born July 18, 1855. 

David Croker, who had lived in the 
Second Ward of Brooklyn for 80 years, died at 
his home, on York-street, on Tuesday night. He 
was a veteran of the late war. 

The Most Rev. George Butler, D. D., Ro- 
man Catholic Bishop of the Diocese of Limerick, 
Ireland, died yesterday at his residence in the 
city of Limerick. He was consecrated Bishop 
July 25, 1861, succeeding Bishop Ryan. 


A. B. Strange, for many years a leading 
silk importer in New-York and afterward a silk 
manufacturer at Williamsburg and for the past 
18 years at Paterson, died inthe last-named city 
on Tuesday night in his seventy-third year. His 
son William has practically managed and con- 
trolled the business for 10 or 15 years past, buiid- 
ing up one of the largest silk mills in the 
country, employing 1,200 hands and producing 
$2,000,000 worth of -finished goods yearly. The 
elder Mr. Strange has beenin feeble heaith for 
several years, and has of late resided with his son 
at Paterson. Mr. William Strange has been in 
Europe for several weeks, and sailed from Havre 
for New-York only last Saturday, so that he will 
not bear of his father’s death until his arrival in 
America. The funeral will not take place until 
he gets home.

NELLIE VERY DEAR TO HER 


——— > 
ELLEN GAHAN’S SUIT AGAINST 
MRS. ROEBLING’S ESTATE. 
WITNESSES TESTIFY TO THE AFFECTION 
BETWEEN MISTRESS AND MAID—A MO- 
TION TO DISMISS THE SUIT. 

Ellen Gahan’s suit to recover $50,000 from 
the estate of the late Mrs. John A. Roebling on 
Bo alleged verbal contract is attracting much 
attention. The trial was continued before Judge 
Peckham anda jury in Part L. of the Supreme 
Court, yesterday, and the court room was 
crowded. The plaintiff, who is invariably al- 
juded to by her counsel and acquaintances as 
Nellie, is a petite, dark-haired woman about 32 
years of age. Her features might once have 
potitled ner to be called rather pretty, but now 
they bear a sbarp and careworn look. She 
dresses in deep mourning, with a heavy black 
veil falling over her shoulders, Her only visible 
personal ornaments yesterday were small ear- 
rings of black onyx, with tiny pearls in their 
centres, 

Surrounding the plaintiff were fully a score of 
Women, each one of whom appeared to be 
deeply interested in the developments of the 
trial. The action is brought against Mrs. 


Jean Eldridge, as Administratrix, and Charles 

- Hoffman, Administrator of the estate of 
the late Julia Roebling. who it is alleged 
lett about $300,000. Nellie Gahan was a cham- 
bermaid in a Fiith-avenue boarding house when 
she made the acquaintance of Mrs. Roebling. 
The girl, it is said, was industrious and cheerful, 
end she made a favorable impression on the 
rich widow, who subsequently employed her as 
maid and companion. Miss Gahan bases her 
claim tor $50,000 on an allezed promise made by 
Mrs. Roebling to leave her sufficient money to 
make her independent for life, providing she 
Would live with Mrs. Roebling until the latter's 
death. 

Edward Van Ness, the lawyer who drafted the 
late Mrs. Roebling’s will in 1880, said that he 
ralled on her one afternoon prior to June, 1880 
gnd the widow invited him to take a glass o 
wine with her. A bottle of wine was brought in 
pnd Mrs. Roebling poured out three glasses. “T 
asked her tor whom the third glass was.” 
said the witness, ‘‘and she replied, *‘ For Nellie.’ 
*What Nellie,’ said I. ‘For my Nellie,’ was the 
repiy. I then said: ‘Mrs. Roebling, if you want 
to make a fool of that girl this is the way to do 
it.’ The widow replied: *There isno danger. I 
think everything of Nellie and couid not do 
without her. She can have anything 1 have 
got, and she can have my name.” : 

* Did you ever hear tae plaintiff called Nellie 
Roebling?” asked Gen. Tracy. ; i 

“lam not positive as to that,’’ said Mr. Van 
Ness. ‘tI frequently heard Mrs. Roebling speak 
pf the plaintitf as *my cmd.” ” 

One dey the witness met Mrs. Roebling and 
Neliie on Broadway. The sidewalk was crowded, 
pod as they preceeded along Nellie dropped be- 
hind Mrs. Roebiing and himse!f. He noticed 
that Mrs. Roebling kept locking around, and he 
asked her what the matter was. She replied 
that she was jooking for Nellie, whereupon the 
witness remarked, * Ob, Nellie is all right. She 
is behind usand do Jet her stay there;I don’t 
want her poked under my nose allof the while.” 
To this remark Mrs. Roebling responded: ‘Oh, 

ou must nottalkso. Nellie isa great comfort 

O me, and in orGer to have ber always with me 
furing my lifetime, I bave promised to provide 
for her at my death as liberally asI provide for 
Any of my relatives.” 

In the cross-examinetion Mr. Van Ness said 
that at the time the three glasses of wine were 
poured out by Mrs. Roebling Nellie was not 
present and she did not drink any of the wine. 
Since Mrs. Roebling’s death the plaintiff had 
been to see the witness, and he sent her to Mr. 
Bavage for legal advice. He could not tell on 
what terms the piaintiff’s lawyers had under- 
taken her case. He had not acted as an adviser 
jn the case himself. 

Mrs. De Lavalette kept the boarding house at 
No. 697 Fifth-avenue in which Mrs. Roebling 
first met the plaintiff in the Fall of 1877. Nellie 
was then receiving $14 a month. When Mrs. 
Roebling left the bouse, in 1880, the girl went 
witb ber as her maid. Inthe Spring of 1884 the 
Witness met Mrs. Koebling in Broadway, and the 
latter told her thatshe had been very sick at 
Columbia Springs, on the Hudson. 

“Did she say anything about Nellie?” asked 
Gen. Tracy, senior counsel for the piaintiff. 

“Yes; Mrs. Roebling told me how attentive 
and useful Nellie bad been to her during her 
lIiness,”’ replied the witness. ‘She said she felt 
that she owed her life to Nellie, and that Nellie 
had agreed to stuy with her aiways, and she bad 
promised to provide for her as liberally as for 
any member of her family. On other occasions 
Mrs. Roebling spoke to me about Neilie’s devo- 
tion, and said that she intended to make the girl 
independent for life. Mrs. Roebling told me on 
one occasion that she had left Neilie a srnall 
bequest in her will, and she was very sorry that 
gbe had not made it larger. She vaid she wished 
that she had made it $10,000 or $15,000.” 

Some breezy testimony was given by Mrs. 
Mary Warner, astoutand middle-aged woman, 
who was disposed to be good-natured and lugua- 
cious. She isat present housekeeperin the Mur- 
ray Hill Hotel. From November, 188i, to July, 
1884, she was housekeeper in the Hotel Bristo}, 
in Fifth-avenue. Mrs. Roebling went to the 
Bristol to reside in 1882, accompanied by Ellen 
Gahan. Mrs. Roebling was an invalidand the 
girl was always with her, walking and eating 
with ber. On Christmas night, 1882, Mrs. Roeb- 
ling seid tothe witness: “ Mrs. Warner, Nellie is 
my sole stay. J] love her like a child. She has 
done for me a8 much as a child eould do. She 
bas comforted and soothed me on all occasions.” 


phe intended to jeave Neliie independent, so that 
she would not bave to work a day after Mrs. 
oebling’s death. 

When ex-Recorder J. M. Smith, senior counsel 
for the defense, rose to cross-examine Mrs. War- 
mer, he gazed sternly at her for a moment, and 
pte gc said: “ You were discharged from the 

oteil Bristol, were you not?” 

“No, Six,”’ said the witness, bristling up indig- 
nantly. “I gave two months’ notice.” 

Mr. Smith immediately melted into an amiable 
mood, and put several questions in a smilingly 
persuasive manner. His change of tone quite 
won Mrs. Warner’s heart, and she became so 
confidentially communicative that the court 
was obliged to check her disposition to talk. 
When she remarked that Nellie really and truly 
loved Mrs. Roebling. Mr. Smith piayfully asked, 
“Do you think you know what loveis?:’” The 
court room became suffused with laughter wien 
the witness snswered, with a coquettish shake 
ot the head, * Oh, yes, I think 1 do.” 

The iact was elicited during the cross-exami- 
metion that the plaintiff was,and had been for 
fome time, the witness’s assistant housekeeper. 
“Then you and she have talked this case over 
very often, eh?’ interrogated Mr. Smith. 

“Why,no; how do you suppose we can talk 
when we have the charge of a large house on 
pur hands?” said the witness. 

The deposition of Mrs. Hannah M. Buck, which 
was taken at the Hotel Bristol prior to her ssil- 
ing for Europe, some days ago, was read to the 
jury. Mrs. Buck deposed that she knew Mrs. 

oebiing and the girl Nellie, and tuat she had 
frequently heard the girl called Nellie Roebling 
in Mrs. Roebling’s presence. She testified that 
very close relations existed between Mrs. Roeb- 
ling and Nellie, and said that Mrs. Roebling 
had told several persons that she intended to 

rovide for the girl. On her cross-examination 
Mrs. Buck deposed that she bad never drawn 2 
contract between Mrs. Roebling and Elien Gahan, 
es had been aileged, aud furthermore, that Mrs. 
Roebling did not tell her that she intended to 
ke the girl independent for life. Joseph C. 
vison, formerly a waitey in the Hotel Bristol, 
testified that he had htard Mrs. Roebling say 
that she intended to provide liberally for Nellie 
Gahan. 

A copy of the inventory of Mrs. Roebling’s 
estate, which was filed in the Surrozate’s office, 
was submiited in evidence. The total value of 
the property was stated at $295,115. The counsel 
for the defense moved that the suit be dismissed 
on the ground that no definite contract between 
the plaintiff and Mrs. Roebling existed or could 
exist legally. There was an utter absence of 
consideration for the alleged contract, inasmuch 
gas the plaintiff was:paid for her services while 
phe remained with Mrs. Roebling. Even suppos- 
Sng that Mrs. Roebling had promised to provide 
for the plaintiff, what evidence was tbere to 
es: a much Mrs. Roebling proposed to give 

e girl? 

Gen. Tracy argued that there was evidence to 
snow that there was a definite contract. Mrs. 
Roebling bad agreed that if the plaintiff would 
remain with her as Jong as she lived she would 
provide for her as liberally as she provided for 
any member of her family. Judge Peckham re- 
gerved his decision on ex-Recorder Smith’s mo- 
tion, and the court adjourned until this morning.

ONLY FAIR PLAY WANTED, 


——_——_-— 
THE PROPOSED BALTIMORE AND OHIO 
BRIDGE GVER THE ARTHUR KILL. 


Thomas M. King, Vice-President of the 
Baltimore and Ohio Kailroad end President of 
the Baltimore and New-York Railroad Compary 
of New-Jersey, bas sent out a circular to nearly 
every business man in the State of New-Jersey, 
asking for their signatures toa petition to the 
Legislature of the State and to Congress to put 
no obstacle to those roads’ carrying out their 
plans to build a bridge over the Arthur Kill 
from New-Jersey to Staten Island. The num- 
ber of signatures received to the petitions have 
averaged about 3,000 a day since the circular was 
sent out on Monday. The responses now be- 
ing received indicate that by the time the pe- 
titions are ready for presentation they will have 
affixed to them at least 25,000 names. ‘*Shail We 
Have Fair Play?” is the title of the circular, 


which asks that no amendment to the New-Jer- 
sey general railroad law of 1878, which removed 
ail restrictions to capital and enterprise, shal] be 
made. The signers include some of the most 
wealthy and prominent people in the State, who 
voice the sentiment of the circular, which is, in 
brief, that the Baltimore and Ohio Road shall 
have thesame termina! rights in New-Jersey 
that the Pennsy!vania has. 

Since the circular was prepared the New-Jer- 
sey Legislature has passed a resolution claiming 
that the right of eminent domain over the shores 
and soil under navigable waters belongs exclu- 
sively tothe State and protesting against any 
act of Congress authorizing the bridge as an in- 
vasion of State rights. The bill before Con- 
gress, the circular explains, makes no provision 
for taking any lands in New-Jersey by the exer- 
cise of eminent domain on the part of the United 
States. Whatever lands are required on the 
shores of StatenIsland Sound on either side 
must be wenaiees and paid for under the State 
laws fromthe State or the individual owners. 
The bill simply authorizes the bridge to be built 
in a certain manner, and provides that when it 
is so built it shall be a lawful structure. If it is 
true that this authority will be insufficient until 
the consent of the State shall be given, no harm 
will be done by the enactment of the bill by 
Congress. 

The Baltimore and New-York Railroad Com- 
pany Was organized under the general railroad 
law which Senator Chase, who the circular an- 
nounees is an official of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road Company, proposes to amend s0 as to shut 
it out from the only natural terminus remain- 
ing on New-York Bay. This road, says the cir- 
cular, has contracted witb the Staten Island 
Rapid Transit Company andthe Baltimore and 
Ohio Railroad Company to form a continuous 
line from the West and Souta to the deep water 
on New-York Bay. It has compiied with the 
laws of the State, and in order to accomplish its 
purposes fully it desires, in accordance with the 

tate laws, to place a viaduct over Staten Island 
Sound at an unoccupied point 80 feet above the 
stream and with openings leaving almost the 
entire channel free. It seeks only the protec- 
tion cf existing laws, without special privileges 
or exemptions, acd expects to subject all its 
property and franchises to every State obliga- 
tion as to taxation and management, and to 
bring withit the same advantages to the State 
and the country that have justified the policy 
heretofore adopted as to similar enterprises. 

Itsays further: “It is now manifest that an 
organized effort will be made to thwart its pur- 
poses by devising new_obstacles to bridging the 
Staten Islane Sound, as the only plausible 
method of obstruction available under the free- 
dom of the general railroad system. After 
bridging all her own navigable bays and rivers 
to facilitate the railroad corporations of other 
States New-Jersey is now asked to obstruct the 
Baltimore and Ohio Company by refusing to per- 
mit a bridge over the sound of which she owns 
one-half, although the authorization of this 
bridge has been specially requested by the unan- 
imous vote of both houses of the Legislature of 
New-York, owning the other half, and favora- 
bly reported upon by the Commerce Committee 
of both houses of Congress, after approval id 
the War Department. It is believed that suc 
action will not command the approval of the 
people of New-Jersey, who will regard it as a re- 
versal of a uniform and beneficial policy—a 
breach of the good faith pledged by the general 
railroad laws—an injury totheir true interests, 
and only advantageous to rivals whose objects 
have been already attained.” 

In behalf of fair play, then, Mr. King asks the 
parties to whom the circular has been forwarded 
to sign the petition to the New-Jersey Legisla- 
ture, asking it not to change the laws under 
which the company was organized, and thus de- 
prive the road of the privileges it is seeking. 





THE POULTRY SHOW, 


MANY FINE SPECIMENS ON EXHIBITION AT 
THE MADISON-SQUARE GARDEN, 
During all of yesterday and until the 
lights were lowered in the evening the Madison- 
Square Garden was noisy with the cluck and 
crow of poultry, of which 3,000 specimens had 
arrived for exhibition at the fourth annual 
show of the New-York Fanciers’ Club, which has 

come to stay a week. 

Ail the exhibitors who have become known at 
former shows were on hand with their poul- 
try. Scudder & Townsend brought several va- 
rieties from Glen Head, notably about 30 light 
Brahmas. George Purdue, of East Orange, ex- 
hibits 42 light Brahmas. Newton Adams has 
from Utica a fine collection of dark 


Brahmas. The largest exhibits of buff Cochins 
and Charles F. Marksfield, of New-Hartford. 
Of Partridge Cochins by C. H. Crosby, of 
Bridgeport; Coffin, Zimmer & Co., of Glens Fails, 
and Brown, Brothers & Co., of Glen Cove. Of 
Langshans, by Francis A. Mortimer, of Potts- 
ville, Penn., and R. Seaman, of Jericho, N. Y. 
Plymouth Rocks, game, Hamburgs, black Span- 
ish and bantams are exhibited in great variety. 
Asa Martin, of Columbia County. exhibits the 
only pair of Japanese bantamsin the show. S&S. 
Hartwell, the oldest breeder of turkeys in the 
country, mekes an interesting exhibit of mam- 
moth specimens in his line of breeding. The 
most curious part of the poultry show is con- 
tained in two pens sent by P. F. Matthews, of 
Charieston, 8S. C., in which are two broods of 
chickens that know no protector except two 
capons. The capons seem to appreciate the ma- 
ternal duty thus assigned them,and Mr. Mat- 
thews assures the management that they cluck 
and scrateh for their fiutfy wards, and are in 
every way, 8o far as he can judge, as competent 
to care for chickens as though the eggs had 
been their own. 

About 1,000 pigeons are on exhibition, of which 
Bunting & Hawkins, of Bordentown, furnish 
more than 400, mainly fans and owls. C. H. 
Crosby, of Bridgeport, shows a pair of Ant- 
werps, one of which returned to him from a 
distance of 500 miles after an absence of two 
years. W.J.Onink, of Buffalo, makes a pretty 
show of silky fantails, and there is a cage of 
Jacobins sent by H. VY. Crawford, of Hudson- 
street. An Angora cat occupiesa lonely box on 
top of one of the poultry boxes. There isa big 
eage of rats and smaller ones of ferrets, rabbits, 
and dogs. Dogs are not invited so early in the 
show, as preparations to receive them will not 
be completed until Monday. The judges will 
make their first official inspection of the poultry 
to-day. 





SUIT FOR HEAVY DAMAGES. 

Gen. James Jourdan, Receiver of the 
Brooklyn, Flatbush and Coney Island Railroad, 
began a suit in the Supreme Court yesterday for 
$300,000 damages against the Long Island Railroad 
Company for breach of contract. In 1879 the Long 
Island Railroad Company, then in the hands of 
a Receiver, made a contract with the plaintiff in 
the present suit to run not less than 12 trains 
daily between Long Island City and Brighton 
Beach, and to carry passengers for both roads 
ata division of fares between the two compan- 
ies. The Brighton Beach Road was also to have 
the privilege of running through Atlantic-ave- 
nue to the terminal station at Flathush-ave- 
nue. Provision in regard to tracks and switches 
was made for this travel at an expense of $50,000, 
which was paid bythe plaintif®. This pian 
netted the Brighton Road in four months 
a profit of $12,390, and:James H. Breslin paid 
$4,200 a year for the Brighton Beach Hotel par- 
tiaily because of this contract with the Long Isl- 
and Railroad. This state of affairs continued for 
one season, after which the Long Beach Hotel 
managers induced the Long Island Railroad 
Company to break the contract,which was done, 
andthe Brighton Beach Road was crowded off 
Atiantic-avenue. The receipts of that company 
in consequence fell off $15,000 in one year. The 
defendants put inan answer to the effect that 
the contract was never ratified by the Board of 
Directors of the Long Island Railroad. 





TO RETURN TO PRISON. 

James D. Fish, ex-President of the de- 
funct Marine Bank, will go back to Auburn 
Prison with Keeper Reagon this morning. Yes- 
day afternoon, on being notified that the cases 
in which he was needed asa witness had been 
postponed, Keeper Reagon went before Judge 
AnGrews, in the Supreme Court, and got a dis- 
charge of the writ of habeas corpus upon which 
Mr. Fish was brought down from prison. To the 
tormer bank President it was a disappointment 
not to have an opportunity to give his testimony 
and get through withit. He was ina cheerful 
mood, however, last night, and ate bis dinner in 
good spirits and with evident enjoyment. He 
has not been out of the Murray Hill Hotel since 
his arrival here on Saturday night.

THE KOHOUTS TO GO TO SING 
SING TO-DAY. 

RECORDER SMYTH SENTENCES THEM FOR 
LIFE AFTER COMMENDING THE VERDICT 
—NO DOUBT OF THEIR GUILT. 

The trial of Edward and Henry Kohout, 
the two Bohemian cigarmakers, who were 
charged with setting fire to a tenement house in 
Rast Sixty-fourth-street and causing the death 
of Mrs. Fialla and her two children, was finished 
yesterday, and resulted in a conviction of arson 
in the first degree. Long before the hour set for 
the opening of the court the corridors of the 
General Sessions building were crowded with 
persons eager to hear the Recorder’s charge and 
the verdict of the jury. When the court was 
opened every seat was taken and all eyes were 
turned in the direction of the inclosure in the 
rear of the room, where the two prisoners were 
confined. ° 

After the Recorder took his seat on the bench 
the two defendants were assigned seats in front 
ofhim. Both men looked better than they have 
on previous trial days. They wore paper collars, 
fancy colored cravats, and their faces were clean- 
ly shaven. Recorder Smyth, in making his charge 
to the jury, spoke for about an hour, carefully 
reviewing the case. He impressed on the ju- 
rors’ minds the necegsity of giving the prisoners 
the benefit of every fair and reusonable doubt 
and of rendering a verdict according to the evi- 
dence. After being out two anda half hours the 
jury filed into the court room and took seats. In 
anaes to the clerk’s query the foreman 
repiied: 

*“ We have agreed upon a verdict. We find the 
prisoners guilty of arson in the first degree.” 

Counsel for the prisoners moved for a new 
trial, but his application was denied. The Re- 
corder commended the jury on their verdict. 
He said they might have found a verdict of 
murder in the first degree, but, on the whole, he 
was under the impression that they had pursued 
a good course. The two prisoners were told to 
stand up to receive their sentence. The court 
addressed them through an interpreter. 

“The jury.” said the Recorder, ** might have 
rendered a verdict of murder in the first degree, 
which would require you two men to forfeit 
your lives for thecrime of which you are guilty. 
Only one point saved you from the gallows, 
and that was the failure to identify the charred 
remains of the three victims of the conflagra- 
tion. The jury has given you what the 
law requires—the benefit of every doubt. 
Of your guilt there is not the least 
doubt. Your crime is a most. hideous 
one, and you ought to be punished by along 
term of years. The penalty for arson in the 
first degree is from 10 years to life imprisonment. 
The law gives me the power to use discretion, 
butin your case Ffail to see one mitigating cir- 
cumstance that calls for leniency in your behalf. 
In consequence Iam compelled to impose the 
severest penalty of the law. The sentence of the 
court is that you be confined in State prison for 
the term of your natural lives.” 

While the Recorder was imposing the sentence 


the two prisoners stood motionless with their ° 


eyes fixed onthe floor. They were taken back 
to the prisoners’ pen when the sentence was pro- 
nounced. When alone they held a short conver- 
sation, andfor the first time showed that they 
realized their position. Tears filled their eyes 
and they sobbed likechildren. They were band- 
cuffed to each other and taken back to the 
Tombs, followed by alargecrowd. This morning 
they will be taken to Sing Sing.

THE BRIGANTINE ROCKPORT 

PORT DE PAIX. 

The mate and steward of the brigantine 
Rockport, which was lost at Port de Paix in De- 
cember last, were on the schooner C, R. Flint, 
which arrived at this port late Tuesday night. 
The shipwrecked men Janded yesterday morning 
and started for their homes, in Boston, in the 
afternoon. They stated that the Rockport took 
on board a cargo of logwood, consigned to this 
port at Port de Paix, in which harbor the vessel] 
was lying at anchor and ready to put tosea on 
Dec. 26. The sky became overcast during the 
day. and toward evening it began to blow heay- 
ily. Port de Paix, which is on the northern 
coast of Hayti, is, like many of the other ports 
in that part of the world, poorly protected 
awninst the violent ** northers” which sometimes 
strike them. The storm of Dec. 26 proved to be 
a norther, and Capt. Holt let go another anchor 
and paid out considerable additional cable in 
the hope of being able to withstand the storm. 

Asthe night advanced the storm increased in 
fury. Enormous waves swept in from the open 
sea and dashed violently against the brigantine. 
The strain on the anchors and cables proved 
more than they could stand. The vessel finally 
broke from her moorings and was driven ashore, 
All hands escaped and made their way safely 
through the surf. The vessel, however, became 
a total wreck, although a portion of the cargo 
was saved. The mate and steward were given 
passage onthe schooner C. R. Flint, which left 
Port de Paix on Jan. 16. Several of the other 
members of the crew sailed in the schooner Em- 
ily F. Northam, whicn recently arrived at the 
Delaware Breakwater. The Rockport was a Bos- 
ton vesseland was owned by A. B. Perry & Co. 
She was built at Gouldsborough, Me.,in 1866, 
and measured 809 tons. 

Capt. Brown, of the Flint, reports that he had 
@ very stormy passage. On Jan. 28, when on the 
nortnern edge of the Gulf Stream, be was caught 
ina violent northeasterly gale, in which a por- 
tion of the deckload was washed overboard, the 
cabin was flooded, and other damages were sus- 
tained.

FLAMES IN A CHURCH. 

The Rey. Henry Mottet, Rector of the 
Church of the Holy Communion, at Twentieth- 
street and Sixth-avenue, discovered a heavy 
volume of smoke pouring from the rear chim- 
ney of the church at about 3:40 o’clock yester- 
day afternoon. He ran from the rectory into 


the church and found that the roof directly 
above the chance! was on tire. The church was 
densely filled withsmoke. An alarm was rung 
from the fire box on the corner, and when the 
firemen arrived a few minutes Jater smoke was 
issuing from crevices in the roof in clouds. A 
ladder was raised on the Twentieth-street side- 
walk, and its top went crashing through the 
costly oriel window in the side of the church. 
Ladders were run up at other points of the 
building, and firemen ascended to the roof 
with pikes and axes. Big holes were cut 
in the tin roof near the eaves, and the 
ventilator boxes on the ridge were knocked 
away. Little jets of flame danced about the 
holes made by the axes. Inside the church a 
shower of sparks and burning — of the oiled 
ceiling tell at intervais. Two lines of hose were 
run up the aisies, and water was dashed upon 
the ceiling. A ladder was raised just in front of 
the chancel, and firemen went up it to tear out 
the fire between the ceiling and the roof. After 
nearly two hours’ work the flames were exX- 
tineuished. 

Tne loss could not be accurately estimated by 
the Rev. M. Mottet. He said that the oriel win- 
dow cost $500. The greatest damage was trom 
water, which disfigured the walls and ruined the 
carpets, and some of the church furniture. A 
large portion of the roof will have to be re- 
placed. It is estimated that the entire loss will 
not exceed $5,000. It is covered by insurance. 
The fire was caused by a defective flue. The 
church was heated by stoves.

MME. GREVILLE’S LECTURES. 

Mme. Henry Gréville, (Mme. Durand,) 
the French novelist and lecturer, will begin a 
series of lectures in Chickering Hall to-morrow 
night.

Mme. Gréville was the first translator of the 
works of Turgenieff into French, and it was 
trom her translation that those works subse- 
quently appeared in English. Her own works 
have also a peculiar charm in her descriptions 
ot Russian life. Mme. Gréville is a prolific nov- 
elist—the author already of more than 30 works 
of fiction. An educated lady of Cambridge has 
written: “With one or two exceptions Mme. 
Gréville’s books can be placed in the hands of 
young girls, and these exceptions are only in 
works which treat ot subjects and of problems 
in life which are for older readers.” One great 
secret of this author’s intellectual vitality and 
earnestness is that she was forced to learn the 
lesson of tardy appreciation and delayed success.

MR. SQUIRE OBLITERATES ONE OF MR, 
THOMPSON’S LIEUTENANTS, 


Rollin Migratory Squire, the remarkable 
poet (?) from Boston, who as Commissioner of 
the Department of Public Works has been the 
creature of Maurice B. Fiynn, yesterday did just 
what THE TIMES said he would do. He removed 
James McCartney, who was Superintendent of 
the Bureau for Supplying Water to Shipping, 
and merged the work of that bureau into that 
of the Water Register. He transferred Edward 
H. McGurk, who has been a clerk under Mr. Mc- 
Cartney, to the office of the Water Register, and 


he will have charge of the work heretofore per- 
formed by Mr. McCartney. Mr. McGurk was 
appointed and retained to oblige Senator James 
Daly, who is his political “backer.” The re- 
moved Superintendent has long been. the active 
jeader of the County Democracy in the Eicht- 
eenth Assembly District, and was the trusted 
lieutenant of Mr. Hubert O. Thompson. 

R. Migratory Squire was a trifie disturbed 
over the revelations as to the antecedents orf his 
Boston chum, Uriah Poliard, whom he elevated 
from the position of axeman, at $2 50 a day. to 
the position of Deputy Water Register at $3,000 
ayear. When the migratory and poetical Com- 
missioner brovght Pollard trom Boston he 
wished to evade the civil service law, and so 
made him an axeman, but detailed him to do 
clerical duty. Subsequently, when wishing to 
advance him, he had Pollard go before the Civil 
Service Examining Board, and he passed an ex- 
amination for a position as bookkeeper.

DISSATISFIED CAR DRIVERS. 


BROADWAY MEN BACK UP A DEMAND WITH 
A THREAT OF A STRIKE, 

The drivers and conductors on the 
Fourth-avenue, Broadway, and Sixth-avenue 
surface roads are disappointed in the new time 
tables, which purport to give them but 12 hours 
work perday. They say that such snowstormsas 
that of yesterday make it impossible to carry out 
such closely computed time tables, and compel 
them to work 15 hoursaday. They are obliged 
to make the same number of trips, though 
Broadway and the avenues be choked with 
teams and application of the brake necessary at 
every step. Few trips were made yesterday 
within 20 minutes of schedule time. The tracks 
were choked with snow, and the horses slipped 
and fell repeatedly. Then the “swing offs” at 
the depots were lengthened by the delay in get- 
ting out the doubie teams. 

Tbe men have not kept their dissatisfaction 
secret, but during the past week they have sent 
committees to the Superintendents of the Sixth 
and Fourth avenues and Broadway lines. The 
committee of Broadway drivers waited again on 
Superintendent Newell at noon yesterday with a 
petition for shorter hours, and with an intima- 
tion that if it was not granted they would be 
obliged to strike, They complained that 54 men 
on the road, making four trips, with “swing 
offs” lasting four hours, received but $1 50 per 
day, although they were kept around the depot 
over 18 hoursaday. They asked that five trips 
be made the standard, without the long “swing 
offs” which the old time table calls for. Mr. 
Newell told them that he had gone as far in ac- 
ceding to their demands as he was autborized to 
go by the company, and, in his opinion, as far as 
the company would go. He promised, however, 
to lay the petition before the Board of Directors 
ina day ortwo. Asthe men gare now affiliated 
with the Knights of Labor, they feel strong 
enough to make a fight, if necessary.

HOW MAkRAUDERS ARE KEPT AWAY FROM 
ONE HUDSON RIVER VILLAGE. 

Dobbs Ferry has not yet been visited by 
the euterprising band of masked burglars who 
have been making life interesting for other 
parts of Westchester County, and it is hardly 
probable that the citizens of that place have 
much to fearin that line. Dobbs Ferry is ready 
for such visits, and the obtrusive burglar would 
get a very uncomfortable reception. Four or 
five years ago a company of New-York beer- 
drinking patriots sailed up the Hudson one Sun- 
day bent on having a lively picnic at Dobbs 
Ferry, but they gave up that project because of 
the reception given them by the town autbori- 
ties, under the leadership of Mr. A. C. Fields, who 
happened then to be the village President. 
His brave work then has kept him Presi- 
dent ever since, and it is largely to his 
enterprise that Dobbs Ferry has been abie 
to keep the abounding burglar at a distance. 
Last week he called together the 40 members of 
his volunteer fire department, and by vote the 
firemen determined to organize themselves into 
a police force or vigilance committee for the 
time being, and Mr. Fields callea a meeting for 
last night, inviting other citizens to join the 
ranks of the improvised patrol force. The 
scheme meets with favor all over the village, 
and new volunteers have been added in numbers 
to the force. They patrol nightly, with Mr. 
Fields as captain. 

A New-York detective bureau, which has been 
investigating the masked burglary outrages in 
Westchester, bas reported that there is no doubt 
thatthe burglars are all men who live in and 
about Tarrytown.

The Sterling Rubber Company, at No. 
21 Park-row, witha factory at Astoria, Long 
Island, bas become insolvent, and yesterday the 
property of the concern was sold out by the 
Sheriff on execution issued in favor of William 
R. Grace &Co.,ona judgment for $7,448 for 
money loaned. The stock and fixtures at the 


office in Park-row brougbt $500. The company 
bas been regarded as i ¢: entirely under the 
control of W. R. Grace & Co., who supplied it 
with the bulk of the material used. Its author- 
ized capital was $60,000. 1t succeeded the F. H. 
Holton Rubber Company. J. Augustus Fischer 
was President; Anton C. Eggers, Vice-Presi- 
dent; W. W. Carner, Secretary and Treasurer. 
Charles R. Flint and Edwin M. Jones were Trust- 
ees. The Sheriff's sale is regarded as of a friend- 
ly nature in order to settle up matters. 

Herman Gierke, a builder, of No. 537 East 
Eleventh-street, and George E. Yarrington, of 
Temple Court, each made an assignment yester- 
day to Norman D. Sampson, the former givin 
preferences for $1,750 and the latter for $2,773. 
Gierke and Yarrington were engaged together 
in the erection of ten houses at One Hundred 
and Sixty-seventh-street and Prospect-avenue, 
the latter indorsing for Giorke to enable him to 
get material, &c. Mr. Yarrington purchased the 
property for $10,000, gave a purchase money 
mnortgage for that amount, and then mortgaged 
it for $10,000 more. He was Vice-President of 
the Continental Railroad Company, and last Fall 
claimed to be worth $150,000. 

David W. Granbery and Bolton Hall, compos- 
ing the firm of D. W. Granbery & Co., dealers in 
fancy goods and jewelry, at No. 20 John-street, 
made an assignment to J. Laurence MacKeever. 
They had a capital of about $30,000. Mr, Hall is 
a son of the Rev. John Hall, the well known 
Presbyterian clergyman. 





A BOYCOTT IN JERSEY CITY. 

The contest about the construction of a 
bridge at the gap at the foot of Washington- 
street, Jersey City, has developed a new phase. 
The opposition to the bridge comes mainiy from 


the Matthiessen & Wiechers Sugar Refining Com- 
pany, who employ about 2,000 men. It is cur- 
rently reported in Jersey City that the firm bas 
instructed its employes to boycott all merchants 
and landlords who tavor the building of the 
bridge. Tradesmen on Newark-avenue said yes- 
terday that several of the sugar house employes 
who had been dealing with them had said that 
they would not be allowed, by order of the firm, 
to purchase c 4 more goods from them. Sev-

RUSSEId. SAGE’S THREE PEWS. 
Twenty-one pews in the Madison-Avenue 
Congregational Church were sold at auction last 
night in the church because the assessments on 
them had not been paid. The object of the sale 
was to clear up matters so the church can be 
sold with good title.

eer. Each pew sold was bought in by the church 
for $2. Treasurer Barnes bid $1 and Howard 
Stillman raised it to $2, and the pew was then 
knocked down. When Russell Sage's three 
pews—Nos. 114, 115,and 117—were reached that 
gentleman, who was one of the dozen persons 
Present, rose and said: “I protest against 
this sale as illegal.

Indeed, 
the church owes me $500, lent several years ago, 
I madean agreement with the Board of Trust- 
ees by which they should have the use of the 
pews simply, and that agreement was never re- 
scinded.” Treasurer Burnes then said the sale 
of Mr. Sage’s pews would be postponed until 
next Monday evening, and the claim looked 
into. After the sale E. H. Perkins, President of 
the Importers and ‘fraders’ Bank, told the 
Trustees that in 1878 he loaned the church $1,000 
on condition that whenever hechose pews to 
the value of that amount should be given him. 
If the church wasto besold anda division in 
equity made to pew owners he should put in his 
claim. If the church was to continue as a 
church he should take no action. Russell Sage 
siid the same thing afterward.

A SUSPENSION ONLY IN NAME. 

George G. Herman, one of the most 
prominent members of the Produce Exchange, 
posted a notice at the Exchange yesterday an- 
nouncing that he was unable to pay his cred- 
itors. The notice caused much comment for a 
time. Mr. Herman's financial standing had not 
been questioned, and he was rated as a rich man. 
But the explanation quickly given was that the 
notice did notin reality mean what its face im- 
plied. Mr. Herman was still able to meet all 
obligations, and he had chosen this plan as a 
means only to secure the settlement of a dis- 
pute over a seven-hundred-dollar claim pre- 
ferred against him by John J. Ferris, another 
member of the Exchange. Mr. Herman was for- 
merly a member of the brewing firm of Hirsch 
& Herman, whose business was transferred to 
the Hirsch Brewing Company. Mr. Ferris as a 
broker bought for Hirsch & Herman a lot of 
hops from Batavia growers, who still claim an 
unsettled account of $700 against the firm. This 
account they have transferred to Mr. Ferris, 
who demands the amount of Mr. Herman. Mr. 
Herman Ceclines to recognize the claim as a per- 
sonal! obligation, and the notice of his practical 
suspension is virtually only a move to secure a 
decision from the Produce Exchange authori- 
ties as to his liabilities in the matter. 





CONCERNING THE SCROOLS. 

At the regular meeting of tne Board of 
Education last evening, President Stephen <A. 
Walker in the chair, the opinion of Rufus G. 
Beardsilee, counsel for the board, regarding the 
asserted right of the Board of Apportionment 


to reauire that plans for new school buildings 
be presented to it forits approval was submit- 
ted. Mr. Beardslee held that the Board of Edu- 
cation, by virtue of statute enactment, is not 
strictly a city department, and that it is neitber 
right nor necessary that school plans be sub- 
initted by it to the Board of Apportionment. 
The duty of the latter is simply to make a state- 
ment of the amount appropriated for school 
buildings and other purposes, and it cannot 
properly supervise the manner in which the 
money shall be expended. The report of Su- 
perintendent of Schools John Jasper for the 
truancy department for last month showed that 
1,275 cases were investigated, and that 230 truants 
aud 156 non-residents were placed in school. The 
Committee on By-laws was discharged from the 
further consideration of a proposed amendment 
to the by-laws concerning the subjects in which 
teachers shall be re-examined.
